Carter wins big in Ohio, losing in N J.

Georgia's Jimmy Carter, bidding 


for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation on the first ballot, scored a 
crushing victory in Ohio Tuesday but 
ran Into unexpected trouble in New 
Jersey. President Ford held a com- 
manding lead in both states. 


Ohio. New Jersey and California — 


where polls closed at 10 p.m. CDT — 
held elections as the year's presiden- 
tial primaries came to a close with 
Ford and Ronald Reagan in a titanic 
struggle for the GOP nomination and 


Carter closing in on the Democrats' 
top prize. 


C a r t e r , the 51-year-old former 


Georgia governor, crushed Arizona's 
Morris Udall 
and Idaho's Frank 


Church in Ohio. 


In a massive display of votegetting 


power, Carter easily outdistanced his 
two liberal challengers and climbed 
well above the'coveted 1,000 mark in 
pledged delegates to the national con- 
vention in July, where 1,505 were 
needed to win. 


UDALL, THE candidate closest to 


Carter in delegate strength, virtually 
conceded defeat, saying the former 
Georgia governor was a "healthy fa- 
vorite for the nomination." 


Carter, however, appeared headed 


for another defeat .in New Jersey. He 
easily swept the nonbiding popularity 
contest but badly trailed an uncom- 
mitted slate backed by California 
Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey in the battle for the state's 
108 delegates. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 21 per cent of the pre- 


i-cincts reporting, Ford had 110,885 or 
f'55 per cent and was leading for 82 
^delegates. Reagan had 91,133 or 45 per 
•cent and three delegates. Carter had 


118,350 or 54 per cent and was leading 
for 105 delegates, while Udall had 
39,423 or 18 per cent and 19 delegates. 


• New Jersey: Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 60 per 
cent in, Carter had 107,478 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 29 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading with 38 delegates. 


• California: With 1 per cent of the 


precincts reporting, Reagan had 63 
per cent, and Ford had 37 per cent 
with all 167 GOP delegates going to 
the winner. Brown had 59 per cent 
while Carter had 20 per cent and 
Church 9 per cent. 


Ford moved into a strong lead in 


Ohio — A key state in his bid to re- 
pulse Reagan's conservative chal- 
lenge for the GOP nomination — and 
won the New Jersey popularity prima- 
ry without opposition. 


AN UNCOMMITTED slate of GOP 


delegates — available to Ford in a 
convention showdown with Reagan — 


headed for a statewide sweep. 


Despite Carter's apparent loss in 


the New Jersey delegate race, ftere 
were strong indications his quest for 
the nomination was nearing fruition.

late Monday when he saw "a car 
coming off my lawn." 


"It was so spontaneous, 1 can't even 


tell you why I followed him. It was 
just total outrage — I made up my 
mind I was going to find out who it 
was," he said. 


Monoson said he "shifted into sec- 


ond gear, switched to Citizens Band 
radio, Channel 9 and told the Wheel- 


ing Police I was in pursuit." 


"I can't say enough for the radio 


operator. He kept calm and told me 
what to do and what not to do," he 
said. 


VILLAGE SQUAD cars finally cor- 


ralled the errant auto, following direc- 
tions called in by Monoson, who said 
the chase at times reached- speeds of 
up to 60 miles per hour. 


"I can't say enough for the officer 


at the scene. A couple of hours before 
he was picketing, but once he put on 
the uniform, he was totally profes- 
sional," Monoson said. 


Witnesses to the incident at Mono- 


son's house said the driver, a 16-year- 
old youth, was drag racing with an-_ 
other auto when he lost control and 
struck the house. 


Monoson said his wife, who was 


sleeping at the time of the accident, 
was "petrified. She thought a bomb 
had gone off. The whole building 
shook." 


"THE CAR hit a cast metal gas 


post, ripped up the concrete steps of 
the house, ripped off a pillar from the 
overhang and came to rest against 
the front wall of the house. If the mo- 


mentum hadn't been stopped, he could 
have gone right through the wall," he 
said. 


Monoson estimates damage to the 


house and yard at $1,500. He said the 
driver of the car probably would not 
have been caught if "it hadn't been 
'for the Citizen's Band radio and the 
police." 


Police charged the youth with reck- 


less driving, improper lane usage and 
damage to village property. He is 
scheduled to appear at 9 a.m. July 6 
in the Arlington Heights branch of the 
Cook County Circuit Court.

on the village's request for dis- 
annexation. Village board members 
Monday said they felt they are getting 
the "stall treatment" from the fire 
district on the disannexation request. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne 


Winters Tuesday said he was "very 
disappointed 
about 
the 
Wheeling 


vote." 


"Undoubtedly, it will hurt us, but I 


don't know how much weight they 
think they can carry. We're talking 
about 15,000 residents out of 50,000 in 
the district, which is really quite a 
minority," he said. 


WINTER SAID he doesn't agree the 


ambulance tax will be double taxation 
f o r W h e e l i n g residents. Village 
trustees said the village already sub- 
sidized ambulance service for Wheel- 
ing residents through money allocated 
out of municipal general funds. 


"I don't understand their logic at 


all. The double tax issue doesn't make 
sense. They're putting it on them- 
selves," he said. 


Winters said he doesn't expect any 


opposition to the ambulance tax refer- 
endum from Buffalo Grove residents. 


"I have not heard any opposition at 


all in our area. Once people are in- 
formed about the issue, we have yet 
to come up with any negative com- 
ments," he said. 


FIRE DISTRICT officials in March 


agreed to hold the July 17 ambulance 
tax referendum to fund ambulance 
and paramedic services. The pro- 
posed tax will be a maximum 25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


Fire district officials are seeking 


the ambulance tax because general 
revenue funds can be used only for 
firefighting costs. They said ambu- 
lance and paramedic service will 
have to be cut unless the tax is ap- 
proved. 


Wheeling trustees recently began 


expressing opposition to the referen- 
dum because of their desire to with- 
draw from the fire district. Trustee 
W i l l i a m Hein said fire district 
trustees are using the ambulance tax 
"to cloud the issue" o£ Wheeling's dis- 
annexation from the district. 


Wheeling officials are attempting to 


disannex from the district in an effort 
to increase fire tax revenues to the 
village. Hein said tax revenues could 
be increased by at least ?55,000 an- 
nually because an area of the village 
not in the fire district could be taxed. 


A small section of the village, in- 


cluding about 2,000 residents in the 
northeast section of town, is not in- 
cluded in the fire district. Residents 
there do not pay any fire taxes. 


The fire protection district serves 


about 50.000 residents in the Wheeling. 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights 
area.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
In businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
16. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the bash of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban 
businessmen 


and municipal officials, whose towns 


budgets would benefit from 'the tax, 
said Tuesday they are opposed to it. 


Jones, who first called for the six 


Northwest suburban townships to se- 
cede from Cook County and form Lin- 


coln County several years ago, said 
the proposed tax "is just another clas- 
sic example of why we need Lincoln 
County." The six townships include 
Hanover, Elk Grove, Schaumburg, 


Barrington, Wheeling and Palatine. 


Jones said, "We don't need any 


more taxes on businesses or people 
and when you tax business you tax 
people." 


JONES AND other mayors and vil- 


lage presidents said the money munic- 
ipalities would gain is not particularly 
significant.

Another sizzler 
on tap for today 


Temperatures are expected to climb Into the 90s today through 


Friday as the area heat wave continues. Tuesday's official high 
temperature was 90 degrees after it reached 88 Monday. Since 
Monday, temperatures have been about 10 degrees above normal. 
The Illinois Environmental Protection Agency officials issued a 
yellow ozone alert for the South Side of Chicago Tuesday and con- 
tinued the yellow alert already in effect in Madison County. The 
Chicago alert, which covered parts of the city south of Chicago 
Avenue, went into effect at 4 p.m. The present heat wave has not, 
however, caused any ozone watches or warnings to go into effect, 
according to a representative at the Environmental Protection 
Agency. The warm weather results from a large high pressure area 
located over Missouri, which is bringing in warm, southwesterly 
winds. No rain Is expected until possibly Friday or Saturday. Tem- 
peratures are expected to drop to the 80s by Saturday. 


Arlington to win bias case? 


The U. S. Supreme Court may have hinted that it will rule in 


favor of Arlington Heights in the village's battle to block a town 
house project. Justice William Brennan said in a minority opinion 
the high court may have "effectively reversed" a lower court rul- 
ing that the village should allow the Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corp. to build 190, federally subsidized townhomes in the 
Lincoln Green townhome project. Brennan and Thurgood Marshall 
were the minority In a 7 to 2 decision by the high court that ruled 
the government is not in violation of the equal protection clause of 
the constitution because its laws have a racially uneven effect. The 
case involved written examinations for the Washington, D! C. Po- 
lice Dept. Blacks failed the test four times more often than white.s 
The majority report contained footnotes referring to 16 lower court 
decisions, including the Arlington Heights case, which the high 
court disagreed with. Arlington Heights' lawyers have contended the 
village has refused rezonlng for the townhouse project because the 
project doesn't conform with neighborhood zoning, and not to pre- 
vent minorities from moving to the village. 


House kills Shea reprimand

The Illinois House Tuesday killed a resolution sought by State 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, seeking to repri- 
mand House Majority Leader Gerald Shea, D-Riverside. Schlick- 
man brought the misconduct charges against Shea after disclosures 
that Shea had represented the Illinois Medical Society and another 
medical group in hearings before the Illinois Dept. of Insurance. 
Shea also sponsored malpractive insurance legislation in the House. 
The vote to kill the resolution came after a report recommending 
the action by the House Executive Committee. The committee re- 
port said the resolution did not conform to newly adopted rules for 
disciplinary complaints against legislators. The rules were pro- 
posed after the complaint was introduced. The House vote to kill 
the resolution was 117 to 45, with 17 representatives not voting and 
Shea voting present.

Teruggi tries 
again for clues 
in son's slaying

A Des Plaines man, who has tried 


to learn for nearly three years why 
his son was murdered in Chile in 1973, 
renewed efforts Tuesday to get U.S. 
officials to look for information on the 
killing. 


Frank R. Teruggi Sr. told The Her- 


ald he has released an affidavit from 
a Belgian national who says he knows 
the details of an American who was 
brutally tortured and killed by the 
Chilean military in the aftermath of 
the bloody coup which ousted Marxist 
Pres. Salvador Allende. 


Teruggi's son, Frank Jr., an eco- 


nomics student there, was murdered 
after the coup. Leaders of Chile's mil- 
itary government denied any role in 
the incident. 


THE HERALD disclosed in August 


1975 that a 31-year-old Belgian textile 
engineer, Andre VanLancker, wrote a 
letter to Teruggi saying he had infor- 
mation regarding the torture-murder 
of an American named "Frank" by 
the military. 


Teruggi told The Herald Tuesday he 


decided to step up efforts to publicize 
the existence of the information be- 
cause U.S. Sec. of State Henry Kissin- 
ger is in Santiago attending a min- 
isters conference of the Organization 
of American States. 


Teruggi said he has twice sought 


congressional assistance to get Chi- 
lean officials to comment on Van- 
Lancker's affidavit. 


"They really have had no comment 


on Van Lancker's charges," Teruggi 
said. 


"I just thought that with Kissinger 


dn Chile this might be a good time to 
attempt to publicize the 
affidavit 


again," he said. 


TERUGGI HAS made hundreds of 


inquiries, including a personal trip to 
Chile in 1974, since his son's body was 
found in a Santiago morgue several 
weeks after the coup. The last persons 
to see Teruggi alive were fellow pris* 
oners in the National Stadium in San- 
tiago. They said the 23-year-old was 
taken from his cell by the military 
and never seen again. 


VanLancker told Teruggi that his 


son had been tortured with electric 
shock and that after the military in- 
terrogators had beaten him badly 
they "mercifully" executed him. Te- 
ruggi's body was riddled with bullets 
when it was examined by medical ex- 
perts. 


Teruggi asked and obtained a sworn 


affidavit from VanLancker through 
been beaten severely before being re- 
leased and allowed to leave the coun- 
try.

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Blame terror gang for Chicago bombings

Chicago police blamed a "terrorist 


gang" — possibly Puerto Rican — 
Tuesday for the dynamite blasts 
which shook four downtown buildings 
and injured five persons in a hail of 
shrapnel. 


One of the explosions went off in 


front of police headquarters at llth 
and State Street late Monday night. 
Officer Arnold Stickles saw the sticks 
of dynamite in a chicken basket seven 
minutes before the explosion and. by 
blocking off the area, was credited 
with saving many lives. 


The five injured — two of them se- 


riously — were among a crowd of the- 
ater goers emerging from a produc- 


tion of "Sherlock Holmes" at the Shu- 
bert Theater in the heart of the Loop.

Palestinian resistance fierce

Many Idaho dead may never be found 


IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (UPI) — 


Families and officials searched Tues- 
day for 40 to 60 persons still missing 
in a flood from the collapsed Teton 
Dam that deluged eastern Idaho, kill- 
ing five persons and injuring 1,384. 


Many persons feared killed since 


the dam collapsed Saturday turned up 
safe at the homes of friends and rela- 
tives, reducing the list of missing 
from 153. A Boy Scout troop camping 
at the dam was found safe. 


But officials feared that other per- 


sons may never be found in the mud- 
dy residue of the flood, which devas- 
tated more than half a dozen small 
communities and did more than $1 bil- 
lion damage. 


In Rexburg, a town of 8,800 hardest 


hit by the waters that shot through 
the Upper Snake River Valley, Mayor 
John C. Porter said a newly con- 
structed subdivision of 70 houses on 
the outskirts was washed away. 


"I don't think there's one dwelling 


left," he said. "There's just nothing 
left there." 


Rexburg civil defense coordinator 


Ronnie Moss said he feared some 
farmers may have been caught in 
their fields and fishermen in the can- 
yon below the dam. 


Roadblocks were set up around 


Rexburg Tuesday to keep out looters 
and curiosity seekers. Porter said it 
would take the town a month to func- 
tion again. 


Nearly all canals from the dam to 


American Falls Reservoir 85 miles 


south, where the floodwaters were ex- 
pected to be fully contained, were 
damaged, threatening crop production 
on half a million acres of rich irriga- 
tion land for lack of water, officials 
said. 


Porter said 2,900 homes in Rexburg 


were either "destroyed or full of 
mud." 


At its peak, the flood — unleashed 


when the 310-foot-high dam began to 
crumble — covered about 300 square 
miles, 30,000 to 40,000 acres of it fer- 
tile farmland. 


Wilson Kellogg, state agriculture di- 


rector, said silt left on potato farms 
could raise prices of potatoes. 


Idaho Gov. Cecil D. Andrus pledged 


100 per cent federal restitution for 
flood victims. Critics of the earth-fill 
dam, which was 75 per cent complete, 
attacked its construction from the 
start. 


In Washington, D.C., Rep. George 


Hansen said two house committees 
have begun an investigation into the 
ruptured dam and there will be on- 
site inspection of the flood area.

Nixon White House planned to drug columnist: unit 


WASHINGTON (UPI). - The Nixon 


White House made an effort in March, 
1972. to discredit columnist Jack An- 
derson by drugging him so he would 
appear incoherent during a public ap- 
pearance, it was disclosed Tuesday; 


E. Howard Hunt, subsequently con- 


victed in the Watergate break-in, 
lunched with a retired CIA physician 
at a Washington restaurant a stone's 
throw from the White House in hopes 
of obtaining a hallucinogenic drug for 
the project. 


Details of the attempt to discredit 


Anderson — who aroused 
adminis- 


tration ire by publishing secret White 
House transcripts revealing President 
Nixon's "tilt" in favor of Pakistan in 
the Indo-PaWstan war of 1971 — were 
published by the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Intelligence in a special 
supplement to its final report. 


The project was dropped after it 


was determined to be impractical. 


The intelligence committee report 


denied a Washington Post report by 
Bob Woodward, Sept. 21,1975, that the 


White House actually, attempted to as- 
sassinate Anderson: 


"The committee staff," the report 


said, "has found no evidence of a plan 
to assassinate Jack Anderson. 


"However, a White House effort 


was made in consultation with a for- 
mer CIA physician to explore means 
of drugging Anderson to discredit him 
by rendering him incoherent before a 
public appearance. 


"This effort apparently never pro- 


ceeded beyond the planning stage." 


Hunt acted, the report said, after he 


was summoned by presidential aide 
Charles Colson, whose logbook showed 
he met Hunt March 14,1972. 


Colson testified to the Senate com- 


mittee he was asked' "many times" 
by President Nixon to discredit Ander- 
son although Nixon did not specifi- 
cally suggest drugging. 


Senate investigators also spoke with 


the doctor, unnamed in the report, 
who said Nov. 7,1975: 


"I was asked if I could help them 


provide behavior altering medication 
to an individual, unidentified, and in 


no way could I detect of whom they 
were speaking. I said I could not. I 
had retired in, 1971.. .1 had no access 
to any kind of medicines. So I did not 
provide it." 


Hunt testified to the investigators 


about the failure of the scheme: 


"We almost had to have him under 


clinical conditions to make sure that 
(A), he got a measured amount of the 
substance, whatever it might be, and 
that the timing was' just right, and 
that he would be able to sit down or 


stand up at the lecture platform in 
apparently good condition, that at 
least he would be navigable to get 
there before he began to talk and 
make a fool out of himself.. .None of 
these conditions pertained at all."

hen Monday asked the board to con- 
sider its position on the recognition of 
the faculty union for negotiating pur- 
poses in the coming school year, said 
Michael Bartos, chief faculty negotia- 
tor. Judge Cohen will review the case 
Friday. 


The college board is expected to dis- 


cuss the recopition agreement during 
an executive session on negotiations 
Thursday, 


Salary negotiations between the fac- 


ulty and board ended at midnight 
June i when a court order to nego- 
tiate and the current recognition 
agreement expired. The agreement 
recognized the faculty senate as the 
bargaining agent for the 203 full-time 
faculty members at the college. Last 
month the faculty voted to affiliate 


with the American Federation of 
Teachers, a national teacher's union. 


W H E N NEGOTIATIONS ended, 


Bartos said the board and faculty had 
not agreed on two issues. The issues 
were an extension of the recognition 
agreement with the senate and the 
faculty's request that all teachers re- 
ceive some kind of raise, Bartos 
said. Contract talks between the 
board and faculty began early this 
year but stopped abruptly April 1 
when the board declared negotiations 
had ended. Negotiations resumed May 
20 when the faculty obtained an order 
from Judge Cohen requiring the board 
to negotiate with the faculty on a 
daily basis until June 1. 


An appeal by the board on the mer- 


its of Judge Cohen's order to nego- 
tiate is still before the Illinois Appel- 
late Court, an attorney for the board 
said Tuesday. 


Judge Cohen Friday denied a 


request by the faculty to extend nego- 
tiations for an additional 52 days, Bar- 
tos said the faculty wanted to make 
up time lost after negotiations ended 
earlier this spring. 


However, Richardson, a Ford ap-

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Old Glory 
ripples in 
pool's waves

The stars and stripes of our United 


States have found their way to the 
bottom of a family swimming pool in 
Wheeling where they wave proudly — 
in the ripples of water. 


It began as a simple contribution to 


this year's Bicentennial brouhaha. 


Richard Jamiolkowski and his three 


young children thought that as long as 
they were doing an annual paint job 
on the pool in the back yard of their 
home, 181 Laurel Ct., they would 
draw a likeness of Old Glory on its 
concrete floor. 


Enter Tom Lynch, an Arlington 


Heights water color artist who exhib- 
its his work and privately teaches his 
skills of creating rustic nature scenes. 
Jamiolkowski enrolled in one of his 
classes last fall, and the two men 
have since become best friends. 


SO, IN THE popular tradition of 


"what are friends for," Lynch volun- 
teered to design a Bicentennial flag 
on the bottom of the pool as long as 
Jamiolkowski and his children agreed 
to paint it. 


Very early Saturday morning dur- 


ing the holiday weekend the project 
was begun. 


Lynch hung over the edge of the 30 


by 13 foot pool sketching the flag with 
a pencil attached to the end of a long 
stick. The details were etched while 
he sat on the pool floor. 


It took Jamiolkowski, a 10-year resi- 


dent of the village, more than 12

hours to complete the design with red, 
white and acquatic blue paint. 


Now, private airplanes from nearby 


Fal-Waukee Airport fly overhead to 
gaze upon the work of art, while 
curious neighborhood children peak 
through splintered openings in the 
wooden fence that surrounds the fami- 
ly home. 


"It's become a real conversation 


piece and we just started out wanting 
to do something different. It all sort of 
happened by accident. But now, it's 
given us something new to think 
about," said the 42-year-old electrical 
engineer. 


JAMIOLKOWSKI and his 26-year- 


old artist friend can see it all now — 


garbage cans, garage doors, cars, 
bridges and even skyscrapers painted 
in vivid colors and swirling designs. 


Braniff International already has 


m u l t i-colored airplanes 
streaking 


across the skies. The sides of inner- 
city buildings in Chicago have served 
the past several years as a canvass 
for artistic expression. 


"It would be a wonderful way to 


promote art, especially in this Bicen- 
tennial year," Lynch said. 


"Take an object that is taken for 


granted — a train, a garage door, a 
car — and use it as an art form or 
take a chore like painting the family 
swimming pool and turn it into an en- 
joyable task," Lynch said. 


During these scorching 
summer 


days, the Jamiolkowski clan relishes 
each Bicentennial dip they take in 
their pool. 


The acclaimed waterhole has be- 


come the motivating factor behind a 
dream shared by two men — to see 
every inanimate object in the North- 
west suburbs dazzled in living color.

High court issues key ruling 
Arlington Hts. to win bias case?

The U.S. Supreme Court has "effec- 


tively reversed" a ruling against the 
Village of Arlington Heights in the 
controversial Lincoln Green low-in- 
come housing case, according to Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. 


In a footnote to the majority opinion 


of another case, the high court dis- 
agreed with 16 lower court decision, 
including the Arlington Heights case. 


The Supreme Court, in a decision 


issued Monday, ruled that proof of 
purpose is needed to constitute a vio- 
lation of the equal protection clause of 
the U.S. Constitution. The case in- 
volved the Washington, D.C., police 
written examinations in which blacks 
failed four tunes more than whites. 


IN HIS MINORITY opinion, Bren- 


objected to the inclusion of the Arling- 
ton Heights case in the majority's re- 
port because the case is still pending 
before the high court. 


"If the court regarded this (Arling- 


ton Heights) case only a few months 
ago as worthy of full briefing and ar- 
gument, it ought not to be effectively 
reversed merely by its inclusion in a 
laundry list of lower court decisions," 
Brennan's minority paper states. Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall was the other 
dissenter. 


The majority opinion, written by 


Justice Byron R. White, disagrees 
with 16 appellate court decisions that 
have held that substantial uneven ra- 
cial effects of a law is a violation of 
the equal protection laws. 


The village has pending before the 


Supreme Court its appeal to a ruling 
last year by the 7th Circuit U.S. Court 
of Appeals that said the village's re- 
fusal to rezone property near St. Via- 
tor High School for a housing project 
proposed by the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corp, was "racially dis- 
criminatory." 


Arlington Heights' officials have ar- 


gued that the rezoning was denied be- 
cause the Lincoln Green project does 
not conform with neighborhood zoning 
and not to prevent low-income or mi- 
nority groups from moving to the vil- 
lage. 


1 T H E 
VILLAGE HAS blocked 


arguments that the project is in- 
townhouse development on 15 acres 
southeast of the high school with the 
arguments that the projectis in- 
compatible with the village's master 
plan and that it would be spot zoning. 


The MHDC argument, upheld by the 


appellate court, has been that failure 
to approve the project will have the 
effect of continuing housing segrega- 
tion in the Chicago area. 


The 
appellate court's decision 


quotes an urbanologist who called Ar- 
lington Heights "the most residential- 
ly segregated community in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area."

Tiny toilet may flush out water woes 


Flushing toilets may be a mundane 


fact of life for most Buffalo Grove 
residents, but if a plan proposed by a 
village trustee receives board approv- 
al, residents in new homes could be 
saving thousands of gallons of water a 
year. 


Under a proposal by Trustee Clarice 


Rech, the village's building code will 
be amended to require installation of 
a three-gallon tank instead of a stan- 
dard five-to six-gallon tank — which 
could mean a substantial saving in 
water after each flush.

$175,000, we'll raise it ourselves. We 
don't need the county to collect our 
taxes for us." 


Virginia Hayter, Hoffman Estates 


village president called the money 
that would be given local municipal- 
ities "a carrot." She said, "Am I sup- 
posed to see it dangling in front of me 
and fall on my knees? I don't remem- 
ber asking for this money. Has any- 
one asked if we need it? No!" 


E. Stanley Klyber, executive vice 


president of the Elk Grove Assn. of 
Industry and Commerce, said his or- 
ganization will fight the tax. 


Klyber said he believes suburbs like 


Elk Grove Village, which have a large 
amount of Industry and relatively 
small populations, will be subsidizing 
Chicago and other communities 
through the tax. 


KLYBER SAID, "We are opposed to 


any kind of tax per se and the fact 
that It would be distributed on a per 
capita basis means the suburbs will 
be supporting Chicago. To our com- 
munity it might mean $50,000. That's 
utterly ridiculous." 


Harry O'Brien, executive director of 


the Rolling Meadows Chamber of 
Commerce, said, "As a state we have 
Increased other taxes in the form of 
workmen's compensation and others 
to the point where even the largest 
companies in the state are not plan- 
ning expansion in Illinois. The addi- 
tion of another tax like this is only 
going to further drive business not 
only out of the county but out of Illi- 
nois." 


Schaumburg Village Pres. Ray- 


mond Kessell said the proposed tax is 
"counter-productive, negative 
and 


nothing but a purely political move. 
Chicago has managed to chase in- 
dustry out of Chicago and now they 
want to chase it out of the suburbs, 
too." 


Kessell said if Dunne has a problem 


with the county's budget "I'm sure 
there are other ways of solving it. He 
could appoint a committee of subur- 
ban mayors to come in and look at his 
operation because out here in the sub- 
urbs we seem to be doing a half-way 
decent job on our own." 


KESSELL AND Elk Grove Village 


Pres. Charles Zettek, both have com- 
munities with large amounts of busi- 
ness and industry. They expect Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg busi- 
nesses will pay out much more than 
the village governments will get back 
from the tax. 


Kessell said Schaumburg business, 


which employs about 26,000 persons, 
would pay about $960,000 a year on 
the head tax and the village would re- 


ceive about $125,200 in return. Zettek 
said revenue from the Elk Grove In- 
dustrial Park would total about 
$900,000 a year and the village would 
receive $165,600. 


Zettek said, "We are responsible for 


maintaining and servicing that indus- 
trial park. We provide police, fire, wa- 
ter and sewer service. If there is any 
tax imposed on the industrial park it 
should emanate from'the village." 


Other officials raised the possibility 


of court challenges to the tax if it is 
approved by the county. James T. 
Ryan, Arlington Heights village presi- 
dent said he questions whether it is 
constitutional under the county's 
hom^-rule power for the county to 
levy the tax and give it to other gov- 
ernment units. 


RYAN SAID villages and cities with 


populations of more than 25,000 which 


have home rule have the power to 
levy an employe head tax of their 
own. The county tax "is a pre-emp- 
tion of home rule." 


Officials of the Chicago Assn. of 


Commerce and Industry, which chal- 
lenged the city head tax in court after 
it was enacted, said they will voice 
Iheir continued opposition to the tax.

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In Northwest suburbs 
40% turnout predicted 
for fall swine flu shots 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


A Cook County health official Tues- 


day said she expects 40 per cent of 
about 800,000 Northwest suburban 
residents to receive the swine flu vac- 
cine In mid-September. 


Speaking to members of the North- 


west Municipal Conference, Dr. Co- 
lette Rasmussen, chief of preventive 
medicine in the Cook County Dept. of 
Public Health, said, "There are ex- 
cellent public health reasons for going 
into the program," despite some of its 
national political overtones. 


If the swine flu epidemic hits the 


Chicago area, it is expected to spread 
rather rapidly. "Our intent is to get 
the highest percentage of the popu- 
lation 
Immunized to prevent 
its 


spread," Dr. Rasmussen said. About 
70.000 people died of Asian flu in the 
United States In 1937 and some 35,000 
Americans were fatal victims of the 
Hong Kong flu in 1968. 


Dr. Rasmussen referred to the vac- 


cine as a "dead" one because it does 
not provide recipients with permanent 
Immunity. "The first year," she said, 
"we're trying to inoculate everyone, 
including people who normally don't 
get the flu. Normally you shouldn't 
get vaccinated. You should get the flu 
to build immunity." 
But because 


swine flu has the reputation of spread- 
ing so quickly, the mass inoculation 
program is an exception In this case. 


SCHAUMBURG HEALTH Director 


Robert Grossmann said he hopes the 
projected 40 per cent turnout statistic 
is a minimum. "I would think that 
would be a low figure," he said. 
"With good local publicity and public 
relations and with history showing 
what it (the vaccination) could do as 
long as it's available at no charge to 
participants, I think we could encour- 
age a SO per cent turnout." 


G e o r g e L. Weinand, Arlington 


Heights health director, also said 40 
per cent is a low projection. "I think 
a lot of people are going to be nervous 
about the swine flu," he said. "Since 
it is a government-funded program I 
think the turnout will approach 60 to 
70 per cent." 


One aspect of the mass inoculation 


program that worries most local 
health officials is the number of vol- 
unteers required to operate the clinics 
where the vaccine is to be adminis- 
tered. Dr. Rasmussen told the health 
officers that 200 nonprofessional vol- 
unteers and 40 professional volunteers 
will be needed to man each of 20 
proposed clinic sites. 


SHE SAID the professionals would 


include nurses, paramedics, pharma- 
cists, 
veterinarians 
and 
dentists, 


while the laymen are members of civ- 
ic organizations and other local resi- 
dents not trained in the medical pro- 
fession. 


Neither Weinand nor Grossmann 


anticipate problems getting the large 
number of volunteers. But William 
Dettmer, chief inspector for the Vil- 
lage of Buffalo Grove, said, "I am 
worried about getting that many 
people. How do I justfiy people taking 
off work?" he asked. Dettmer hopes 
to coordinate efforts with other mu- 
nicipalities to "make it a joint effort. 
I believe there should be a team ef- 
fort in the whole area." 


Jean Branding, Des Plaines health 


director, said plans for the mass in- 
oculation have been well laid out by 
the county. "I think we can put to- 
gether some good clinics," Mrs. 
Branding said. "It will take some 
doing, but I believe we'll come up 
with the volunteers and the profes- 
sionals. I don't think any of us can

grasp the number of people we'll 
need, but I think it can be done." 


TWENTY CLINICS will be opened 


in north suburban Cook County Sept. 
10, 13 and 14 where anyone may re- 
ceive the vaccination free. Ten clinics 
will be available Sept. 11 and 12. The 
clinic locations have not yet been de- 
termined. 


The state will provide each clinic 


with three jet injector guns which, us- 
ing compressed air, will shoot the 
vaccine through the recipient's skin. 
No needles will be used. Dr. Rasmus- 
sen said the ,guns are the quickest 
method for vaccinating as many 
people as possible. They are capable 
of administering 600 shots per hour. 
"You could run 12,000 people through 
each clinic daily," she said. 


Theoretically, 
anyone 
can 
be 


trained to use the injector guns, Dr. 
Rasmussen said. Some officials were 
concerned that nonprofessional people 
might be administering the vaccine. 
"But they (county officials) are the 
experts," Grossman said. "If they 
feel they can train lay persons with- 
out any difficulty, then I would have 
to go along with it. The county is in 
charge."

Malpractice: 


laws needed 


Time is running out for the Il- 


linois General Assembly to pass 
meaningful legislation aimed at 
ending the malpractice mess in 
Illinois. 


Emotions are starting to play 


too big a role in the debate over 
the issue. There are indications 
that the emotional response to 
this serious and complex prob- 
lem will do little good as Illinois 
lawmakers work on a new solu- 
tion. 


The latest turn in events came 


last week when a Chicago physi- 
cian won a countersuit against a 
woman who sued over the al- 
leged mistreatment of a tennis 
injury. 


The judge declared the suit 


was frivolous and awarded the 
doctor $8.000 in damages. The 
suit and the judgment are not 
the real cause for concern here. 


Rather, doctors, lawyers and 


lawmakers should be concerned 
about the reaction of Dr. Max H. 
Parriott to the court decision. 


"The finding serves notice 


that doctors intend to fight back 
against legal attacks which have 
no merit either in law or medi- 
cine." 


That may sound good to medi- 


cal practitioners who have been 
beleaguered for years by suits 
and threats of suit. But instead 


of blowing the bugle for doctors 
to mount a counterattack in the 
courts, we believe Parriott and 
his colleagues should set about 
the task of finding a rational, 
legislative answer to the prob- 
lem. 


There undoubtedly have been 


frivolous malpractice suits filed 
in Illinois. 


Last year's legislative effort 


to ease the problem of malprac- 
tice suits, which set a $500,000 
ceiling on settlements, was ruled 
unconstitutional by the courts. 


Now the legislature is consid- 


ering a variety of new laws re- 
lating to malpractice. 


Proposed legislation address- 


es such areas as limiting the 
percentage of a settlement an 
attorney may claim, setting a 
statute of limitations on suits, al- 
lowing countersuits by doctors 
and setting strict rules on doc- 
tors who testify as "expert wit- 
nesses" in malpractice suits. 
There is also discussion of a 
plan to allow the state to provide 
insurance for any malpractice 
s e t t l e m e n t which exceeds 
(1500,000, 


There is no guarantee that the 


legislature will be able to pass 
malpractice 
legislation 
this 


year. But we believe efforts to 
solve the problem must come 
from tnat area. 


Pro/con funds limited 


on unit school district 


Local school districts should 


take note of a recent opinion 
from the Illinois Atty. General 
that it is illegal ior a school dis- 
trict to appropriate funds to pro- 
mote or oppose a unit school dis- 
trict. 


Atty. Gen. William Scott re- 


plied to an Inquiry by the state's 
attorney of Vermilion County, 
where a school district was con- 
sidering spending funds for legal 
expenses to block the formation 
of a unit district. Scott based his 
opinion on several precedent- 
setting cases; after a review of

The lighter side 


New inner cities: U.S. suburbs 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Demogra- 


phy, the statistical study of human 
populations, has become one of the 
most engrossing of all branches of 
knowledge. 


Look at the fun you can have with 


the latest Census Bureau report on 
population trends of the 1970s. 


It shows that for the first time in 


the nation's history the influx of 
people into metropolitan areas has 
halted and a reverse flow has begun. 


Most of the population loss occurs in 


the inner cities, however. The subur- 
ban rings that have been steadily 
forming around the old urban cores 
continue to expand. 


Here's where the fun comes in — 


projecting demographic trends to see 


where they might lead. 


Should the current trend continue 


long enough, the inner cities eventual- 
ly will be entirely empty. Meanwhile, 
the suburbs will keep spreading until 
they overlap other suburbs. 


Thus what are now major metro- 


politan regions will become chains of 
population circles that are hollow in 
the middle. 


But this doesn't necessarily mean 


the central cities will remain vacant 
forever. The current demographic 
trend also offers hope for their ulti- 
mate revitalization. 


To see how it might work, let Fami- 


ly A represent the population of Wash- 
ington and Family B represent the 
population of Baltimore 40 miles to 
the north. 


With the birth of their first child, 


the Family A parents give up their 
city apartment and buy a small house 
in Takoma Park, Md., in the northern 
suburbs. Later, needing more space, 
they move farther out to Laurel, Md. 
All the while, the family breadwinner 
continues to work in Washington. 


Meanwhile, Family B, for similar 


reasons, decamps from Baltimore to 
suburban Glen Burnie, Md., then 
seeks more elbow room farther south 
in Laurel. 


Now the 
demographic 
situation 


reaches the critical point where the 
commuters from Baltimore begin to 
pass each other.

Family therapist 


reacts to series 


The recent five-part series on "the 


marriage savers," published May 24 
to May 28, dealt with a very timely 
topic. As a family therapist myself, I 
need to share very briefly some of my 
mixed reactions to the series. 


In fairness to the author(s), you 


printed references to both the produc- 
tive and the seamy sides of family 
therapy. But the balance between the 
two must be questioned in view of the 
fact that any busy person scanning 
the series could come away with a 
pretty lousy feeling about the field of 
marriage and family therapy. 


To give negative headlines to two 


parts of a five-part series hardly 
seems fair to that great majority of 
therapists who are conscientious and 
qualified — and the fact that one of 
these negative headlines introduced 
the series gave even a greater nega- 
tive bias to the series (because of the 
primacy effect). Is it fair in your edi- 
torial opinion to begin a series, after a 
two line "admission" that "a thera-' 
pist may be gifted with insight, expe- 
rience, and sensitivity to help you ..." 
to ,go on to give' the much stronger 
impression that family therapists are 
frauds, mismatches, exploiters and 
neurotics?' 


You mention that perhaps 5 to 10 


per cent of psychiatrists have sex 
with their patients; this, of course, 
means that 90 to 95 per cent do not so 
abuse their clients. Yet most of that 
fourth part, on "fraudulent gurus" 
dealt with one emotionally charged in- 
stance of violation of professional eth-> 
ics (which, by the way, covers a great 
deal more than just inappropriate se- 
xual liberties). No mention at all was 
made of the fact that before a person 
can be admitted to full membership in 


the American Psychological Associ- 
ation he must have his doctorate from 
an accredited university; nor was 
there any reference to l;he fact that 
psychologists, to be registered for pri- 
vate practice, must pass stringent 
state examinations, and those then li- 
censed for private practice must 
prominently display the license in 
their offices — a quite practical point 
to consider when trying to find quali- 
fied therapists. 


THE SERIES ended on an appro- 


priate note with the extremely naive 
remark that the client's own gut reac- 
tion to the therapist even before low- 
ering his guard to work on the mar- 
riage problems is ultimately a decid- 
ing factor in selecting a therapist. It 
has been my experience that it's the 
sociopathic charlatans who are most 
masterful at deceit, good actors who 
make fine first impressions and moti- 
vate great gut reactions. 


If the authors Kochs are indeed 


qualified (are they?) to belong to the 
American Psychological Association, 
the American Psychiatric Association 
or the American Association of Mar- 
riage and Family Counselors, it would 
have been of some help to your read- 
ers to know this. Then the bias and 
naivete of the series could surely have 
been attributed to those who excerpted 
for this brief series. 


It was the general feeling or gut 


level impression of the series that was 
so unfair to a field of therapeutic en- 
deavor that is definitely not generally 
peopled by frauds and neurotic prac- 
titioners. Not only was that strong im- 
pression unfair to those of us in the 
field who adhere to the strict Ethical 
Standards of the American 
Psy- 


chologial Association (a copy of which 
•will be furnished 
the editor on 


request), but it was surely even more 
unfair to the hesitant readers who 
may, as a result of such a biased pre- 
sentation, perhaps never seek out the 
help they need. I think your suburban 
readers deserve better treatment.

Ex-California Gov. Ronald Reagan's 


backers still plan to attempt to win 
two of the five at-large delegates at 
this weekend's state GOP convention, 
but their chances appear slim. 


Both top Reagan supporters and 


several key Republican figures who 
might have at least tolerated such an 
attempt told The Herald that all five 
a t - l a r g e delegates will probably 
pledge to Ford. 


State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 


R-Schaumburg, Tuesday said he still 
plans to attempt to nominate at least 
two delegate candidates Saturday 
when state Republican leaders begin 
their 
convention 
in 
Oak Brook. 


However, he admitted the rules are 


stacked against him. He also noted he 
will need the support of at least 30 
township ward or county organiza- 
tions to get his plan considered. 


Totten, who directed Reagan's Illi- 


nois primary campaign in March, 
said he does not believe the plans can 
be made to bring Reagan before the 
convention Saturday, 


TOTTEN SAID Reagan will be cam- 


paigning before the Missouri GOP 
convention Saturday and there had 
been an effort to get Reagan into Illi- 
nois. It is believed Reagan can get a 
larger number of delegates in the 
Missouri appearance than he can gar- 
ner in Illinois, 


U.S. Rep. Edward Derwinski, R-4th, 


who has been seen by some observers 
as a less than total supporter of Presi- 


dent Ford, told The Herald that party 
protocol will probably force the elimi- 
nation of any real consideration to be 
given to the Reagan bid. 


Traditionally, the at-large seats are 


given to party VIP's and Derwinski 
noted the party has more VIPS than 
at-large seats this year. 


He said the awarding of seats to top 


party officials outweighs the debate 
between the candidates. 


"WE MIGHT BE magnanimous and 


give one or two seats to the Reagan 
people, if Ford wins in California and 
it appears the convention vote will not 
be that close," Derwinski said, 


Derwinski also attempted to quash 


reports of an effort to block the selec- 
tion of ex-Gov. Richard Ogilvie as 
chairman of the Illinois delegation. 


"Some people believe he has been 


too autocratic. He is no longer the 
governor and does not have the power

Exclusive clubs 
new haven for 
business dealings

Meeting friends, eating and drink- 


ing in elegant surroundings and recre- 
ation with people of liko minds — 
these are things a private club mem- 
ber enjoys. 


Yet there is more than sociability to 


be expected at posh meeting places 
such as the new Meadow Club In Roll- 
ing Meadows. When the club opened 
its doors Tuesday, high-powered men 
and women gained an exclusive spot 
to carry on the informal, important 
camaraderie of business. 


It's only natural that high caliber 


executives will seek each other's com- 
pany in a quality establishment as the 
Meadow Club, said Charles A. Rei- 
chert, vice president of Club Corp. of 
America, Dallas. Mis firm manages 
the athletic and social facility. 


RE1CHERT FREQUENTLY uses 


the terms "high caliber" and "quali- 
ty" in his descriptions of the club. A 
brief tour of the facility located in 
Gould Center on Golf Road reveals 
that it is an extensive athletic com- 
plex. Seven indoor tennis courts, 
planned outdoor tennis courts, squash 
courts and a handball court all are 
provided. 


Energetic club members and guests 


can take to the outdor jogging path. 
Then there is an exercise room pack- 
ed with an array of equipment and an 
Indoor-outdoor swimming pool. Mas- 
sage, ice showers, sauna and whirl- 
pool will compete for members' time. 


Dining and lounge areas and a grill 


will be completed by September, Rei- 
chert said. Private dining rooms will 
be available. Members can expect full 
service of two waiters per table. 
There will be wine-tasting parties, 
athletic contests and group travel pro- 
grams. 


"What this club does is to combine 


the best of the downtown clubs in the 
Loop," Relchert said. "It's really for 
business people, so they can come out 
and entertain people," he said. 


THE "HIGH CALIBER" people who 


asked to join the Meadow Club as 
charter members are generally well- 
established in business. 


"It's people who have reached a 


level of responsibility in their firm, 
people who have a community feel- 
ing," Reichert said. 


Money and rank provide no guaran- 


tee of club membership, he empha- 
sized. "Not everyone is compatible," 
he said. 


Reichert believes the new club will 


thrive in the Northwest suburbs be- 
cause the area attracts corporate 
headquarters and influential business 
leaders. A cross-section of these high 
caliber folks will be represented in 
club membership rolls, he said. 


It is a good fellowship feeling rather 


than snob appeal that draws people to 
a private club, the management spe- 
cialist said. 


"There has been a resurgence 


of interest in the past few years," he 
said, noting that the stereotype of el- 
derly gentlemen club members is out- 
dated. 


"NOWADAYS PEOPLE who are at 


a level where they will join clubs will 
have many memberships," Reichert 
said. He believes the Meadow Club 
will stand out from the polo club and 
the yacht club as a place where quali- 
ty, comfort and luxury abound. 


The club board of directors has .suc- 


ceeded in attracting other quality 
people as charter members, he contin- 
ued. There is a jjrice to pay for all 
this quality and high caliber. 


Charger resident membership costs 


750. There are $40 monthly dues and 
fees for use of indoor tennis courts 
during prime time. Associate mem- 
bers who use all facilities except for 
racquet sports pay $500 with month- 
ly dues set at $25. Corporate, social 
and non-resident memberships also 
are available. 


When the charter membership of 


approximately 400 persons is filled, 
the fees will rise. Reichert said club 
directors prefer discreet referrals, 
rather than publicity to attain full 
membership. 


"Like a proper Bostonian who

—the bane of 
toy industry

NEW YORK (UP1) - the S3-biJ- 


llon toy Industry is doing well after 
three roller coaster years, buE few In 
the business are complacent. 


The Industry's trade association 


says 1976 likely will be a banner year. 


But It's still a chancy business, one 


where many firms have to take big 
risks to make big money. 


The risks are more psychological 


than In many other businesses, espe- 
cially now that so many toys are 
products licensed by popular heroes 
or commercial fads. 


A TYPICAL example: 
Azrak-Hamray International Inc., of 


New York, an outfit that has seen its 
sales volume jump from $5 million in 
1974 to $14 million last year and to an 
estimated $36 million this year. The 
orders for the first 15 days of 1976 
exceeded those for all of last year. 


Ezra Hamray, the 41-year-old presi- 


dent, quickly conceded this 600 per 
cent.growth rate could be very un- 
healthy. There have been a lot of 
companies in the Industry's history 
that experienced meteoric flash-in- 
the-pan growth on a series of toys that 
caught the kids' fancy temporarily. 
The companies consequently over- 
expanded, 
then fell 
into serious 


trouble when they could not come up 
with new winners as popularity of the 
old faded. 


Hamray and his partners, Marvin 


Azrak and Neil Saul, have to worry 
about that because this year's big 
bulge in their sales comes from their 
license for the five McDonaldland toys 
that are being plugged from coast to 
coast on television and in the hun- 
dreds of McDonald snack food restau- 
rants. 


BUT THEY PEEL their feat in al- 


most tripling sales in 1975 before they 
began making and marketing the 
McDonaldland toys means they are 
building on a firm foundation and 
have a long-range plan that can out- 
last the popularity of the current 
McDonaldland crop. 


The sales at the annual spring toy 


fair in New York this year are the 
basis for the predictions in the trade 
of a banner year. Therefore, Hamray 
and Azrak expect good sales of what 
they call their non-promotional toys. 
These are standard delights of the 
moppets such as small dolls and other 
items that sell over the counter for S2 
or less at retail, plus a lot of "past 
promotional" licensed toys, such as 
Batman and Robin, Superman and 
various Walt Disney comics charac- 
ters, on which there is no longer any 
big advertising or promotional effort. 


"Licensed tie-ins to characters and 


ideas youngsters see on television and 
heavy television advertising promo- 
tion gradually have become the name 
of the game in the toy industry in the 
years since the Korean war," Hamray 
said. 


"Some extremely well financed and 


well-organized firms have managed to 
go ahead on their own but most of 
those who failed to go the licensed TV 
promotion route in designing their 
products fell by the wayside. And 
even for those that have, it has been a 
rugged obstacle race."

There's a two-generation gap

Mrs. Nora Brown (not her real 


name) and her retired husband of 
Mount Prospect react good-naturedly 
when people mistake their three ac- 
tive young sons for grandchildren. 


And Mrs. Kay Spethmann. Arling- 


ton Heights, says she and her hus- 
band, Don, will be retirement-bound 
by the time their youngest graduates 
from high school. 


Both women gave birth to children 


when they were in the 40-year age 
bracket. Nora was 41 when her first 
boy was born; Kay turned 45 when in 
the hospital with her last of nine chil- 
dren. 


Nora speaks with pride as she de- 


scribes her three sons. First, there's 
her 9-year-old, the super-neat one. 
Then comes his antithesis who is su- 
per-messy. The youngest, 4 years old, 
talks like "a little old man," a com- 
bination of the two older ones, she 
said. 


NORA HAS a two-generation gap 


between herself and her boys, but no 
one could guess it by her conversa- 
tion. 


Her gray hair and gentle facial 


lines give her age away. She's 50 
years old. And her husband, Norm, a 
retired salesman, is a 24-hours-a-day 
father, 


Nora is one of what some doctors 


see as a growing number of women 
who are beginning their 
families 


much later than the 20 to 25-year-old 
average age of first-time mothers. 


"I REALLY BELIEVE that, with so 


many women having professional ca- 
reers, many will be putting off their 
families," said Dr. Richard Depp, di- 
rector of obstetrics at Prentice Wom- 
an's Hospital, Chicago. 


Nora didn't marry until into her 


late 30s. She worked in a bank for 20 
years instead. Both she and her bus- 
b a n d traveled 
extensively while 


single, she said. 


It wasn't necessarily by choice that 


they waited so long before marriage 
and a family. That's just the way 
things worked out, she said. 


And that's the way it seems to be 


working out for more and more wom- 
en today. A recent report by the U.S. 
Census Bureau showed that nearly 40 
per cent of women ages 20 to 24 re- 


mained single last year, compared to 
28 per cent in 1950. 


In the same span, 1950 to 1974, the 


number of women in the labor force 
doubled, while the birth rate dropped 
to an all-time low. 


HOWEVER, MOST doctors agree 


that waiting too long to have a family 
is medically risky. Maternal deaths, 
miscarriages and mental retardation 
of the baby are more prevalent in the 
pregnancies of older mothers, said 
Dr. Depp. 


"Everyone was so worried,'but no 


one told me until afterwards," Nora 
said. 


She didn't have any complications 


with her three pregnancies, she said. 
Neither did her doctor tell her about 
the problems which could occur. 


"I was very healthy and that has a 


lot to do with it," she said. "I've read 
a lot about it (having babies after 40) 
since then. But knowing about the 
problems wouldn't have changed any- 
thing." 


Good health and a positive outlook 


helped Nora through early morning 
feedings and now the roughhousing 
that young children enjoy. 


NORA AND NORM don't contend 


with scouting programs, Little League 
or other such activities which take up 
large tracts of time with many par- 
ents, either, 


"We don't believe in real com- 


petitive actlvitiesi like that Little' 
League stuff," said Nora. Instad she 
and Norm allow the boys to take 
swimming and baseball lessons at the 
park. 


The boys have a few household 


chores, like making their beds, setting 
and clearing the dinner table and 
mowing the lawn. And they have 
"normal" haircuts. "We don't want 
them 
to look like girls," Nora 


chuckled. 


Her boys seem to know more about 


the world around them in comparison 
to their friends, she observed. The 
Browns take them on many long trips 
— train trips to the West and winter 
vacations to the space center and Dis- 
ney World in Florida, for example. 


"And If we go out to dinner we take 


them all along. We've been com-

plimented often because they behave 
so well in nice restaurants. It's be- 
cause we do take them and they can 
see what good manners are." 


IF SHE AND NORM were in the 


process of building monetary stabil- 
ity, as many younger couples struggle 
to do, Mrs. Brown admitted fine res- 
taurants and winter vacations might 
be out of the question. 


And concerning her job which she 


left in order to rear her boys, well. . . 
she doesn't miss it at all. 


"I love staying at home," Nora 


said, smiling. 


Where Nora began her family while 


in her forties, Kay Spethmann, deliv- 
ered her last of- nine children at the 
age of 45. 


Matthew is four now, and "ador- 


able" by all standards his loving and 
proud mother knows. 


She said she was surprised when 


she became pregnant with Matthew. 
"I thought I was past the baby 


stage," she laughed. Her next-young- 
est is now 11. 


"MATTHEW WAS the only 
one 


raised sort of as an only child," said 
Kay. "By virtue of the fact that ev- 
eryone is away all day, he's the only 
one who went to nursery school be- 
cause no one was around for him to 
play with." 


Kay, a nurse, worked the night shift 


b e f o r e Matthew started nursery 
school. Each of the other children had 
an assigned day to come home from 
school and take care of the baby when 
their mom was at the hospital. 


"I guess we manage here with a 


chart. Each child has assigned duties. 
All are good cooks, except Matthew — 
but he will be soon. The boys have 
learned household chores right along 
with the girls," she said. "Everyone 
helps." 


The reactions to her pregnancy 


were generally supportive, said Kay. 
"There was the endless run of jokes, 
of course." 


OCCASIONALLY someone would 


say, "Oh-my-god, I'm glad it's you 
and not me," she said, spiritedly. 
"But those people and I tend to think 
differently." 


"There was one inference as to 


surely by this time you know better." 
she said, quietly. "I resent that." 


Her primary concern about the 


pregnancy was abnormalties, she 
said. "But with that kind of thing I 
operate on faith. There's a risk, yes. 
Yet the only time I thought about it 
was when well-meaning souls men- 
tioned it.'' 


NOW HER CONCERN encompasses 


Matthew's upbringing. It doesn't wor- 
ry her about the two-generation gap 
in ages because she says children 
grow up regardless of parents' ages 
or child-raising experience. But, since 
Matthew is the youngest, she has 
thought about whether they spoil him.

Pregnancy risky for older women 


Mathew gets help from big brother, David.

Pregnant women in their 40s are 


medically considered 
"high risk" 


m o t h e r s . Obstetricians list com- 
plications ranging from high blood 
pressure, to Down's syndrome. 


Yet 
doctors 
seldom 
discourage 


women over 40 from planning preg- 
nancies. "My general approach is to 
tell her (an older woman) the poten- 
tial problems so she can have an in- 
telligent approach to planning her 
pregnancy," said Richard Depp, M.D., 
director of obstetrics at Prentice 
Woman's Hospital in Chicago. 


HAVING BABIES when you're past 


40 isn't a danger, he emphasized. 
"It's an increased risk." 


Several years ago, the death rate 


per 1000 births of babies born fo moth- 
ers over age 40 was around 45, com- 
pared to about 30 deaths per 1000 de- 
liveries by mothers aged 20 to 29. 


"But the facts and figures five to 10 


years ago don't necessarily apply to- 
day," Dr. Depp explained. Risks of 
Caesarean sections are minimal to- 
day, he said. Antibiotics, blood banks 
and anesthesia are also vastly im- 
proved, he said. 


And while it's true that maternal 


death risk is greater for women over 
40, more deaths from any cause — 


cancer, heart disease or accidents — 
occur after 40 rather than when per- 
sons are in their 20s, said John C. 
McKeon, M.D., who has an obstetrics 
and gynecology practice in Arlington 
Heights and Schaumburg. 


"ALL OF US, as we get to 40, are 


more likely to have medical prob- 
lems," he said. "It's part of the ra- 
vishes of age." 


Medical complications Dr. McKeon 


listed include toxemia of pregnancy 
(blood poisoning), miscarriage and 
premature labor. 


Older women also tend to have 


more incidence of high blood pres- 
sure, heart problems and diabetes, 
compared to younger ones, he said. So 
when an older woman becomes preg- 
nant, these conditions affect the telus 
in its capacity to grow normally and 
can complicate delivery for both 
mother and baby. 


For example, diabetic mothers tend 


to have babies who are heavier than 
most, said Dr. McKeon. Bigger babies 
often lead to prolonged labor, which 
can be dangerous for both the mother 
and baby. Caesarean sections are of- 
ten performed in these cases. 


LESS DANGEROUS but equally 


alarming to the older mother and her 
husband is the problem of predicting 
her delivery date. 


"A woman over 40 has irregular 


menstrual periods," said Dr. Depp. 
"Dating her delivery . . . can be diffi- 
cult," he said, and leads the mother 
and her doctor to believe she is long 
overdue and a candidate tor induced 
labor or a Caesarean section. 


"But my experience tells me that 


older women can successfully have 
babies. I don't think it's such a bad 
thing. I only see that her major con- 
cern is Down's syndrome," he said. 


Down's syndrome was described 


more than 100 years ago by Dr. John 
Langdon Down. Its victims have 
slanting eyes (i.e. the term mongol- 
ism), large tongues, broad hands with 
short fingers and flattened noses. 
Their intellectual capacity varies. The 
majority are moderately to severely 
retarded, while a small proportion are 
only mildly so. And as many as 65 
physical symptoms have been de- 
scribed in the mongoloid child — ail- 
ments affecting the heart, glands, 
hearing, teeth and muscles. 


RISKS OF bearing a mongoloid 


baby are one in 250 at age 35; one in 
100 at 40; one in 45 to 50 at age 45. 


A procedure used to detect Down's 


syndrome is amniocentesis, said Dr. 
Depp. Although the procedure first 
came into prominence in the late 


'50s as a tool in the 
manage- 


ment of RH-negative pregnancies, it 
is now used for the detection 
of 


chromosome disorders as well. 


There is no medical advantage in 


the mother learning that the child she 
carries is affected by Down's syn- 
drome, according to doctors, unless 
she can do something about it. The 
only alternative she has to rearing the 
child is abortion. 


"For all practical purposes, Down's 


syndrome could be eliminated," said 
Dr. Depp. It has been estimated that if 
amniocentesis were performed on all 
pregnant women over age 40, with 
abortions for all fetuses affected by 
Down's Syndrome, the incidence of 
the disease would be reduced 20 per 
cent. 


BUT NOT ALL doctors or women 


support abortion. "I like to accentuate 
the positive, said Dr. McKeon. "For- 
ty-nine chances out of 50 are that the 
child will be normal." 


"Just as anything else in medicine, 


you're dealing with a calculated risk. 
Furthermore, congenital defects are 
not as much of a problem as before," 
he said. "They are more amenable to 
surgery. So the outlook for a healthy 
baby and a healthy mother is better 
today even though the basic physical 
problems haven't changed." 


Daughter has no claim unless will is found 


Dear Ms. Martoccio, 


Before my mother became ill and 


died eight months ago, she told me 
that she had drawn up a will in 1962. 
She named my bachelor brother as ex- 
ecutor of the will and willed h'im the 
house. She had substantial monies in 
several banks and told me they would 
be divided between my sister (de- 
ceased, one son) and myself. In order 
to prevent probate, she put my broth- 
er's name on the accounts trusting he 
would, upon her death, execute the 
will according to her wishes. 


Now eight months later, he has not 


bothered filing the will, nor has he an- 
swered my letter of inquiry regarding 
our late mother's estate. A lawyer I 
consulted said I was "horn swoggled" 
by my brother and did not have a 
chance to get anything. I am a 55 


.year old widow with a dependent son 
in college and could certainly use the 
inheritance I feel is mine. F.P. 


Deal- F.P. 
I'm sorry but I found some of the 


information in your letter incomplete 
and somewhat confusing. Still with 
what I was able to garner from it, I 
wilt have to agree with the lawyer you 
consulted. 


You say that your mother willed 


your brother the house yet he has not 
filed nor apparently does not intend to 
file the will for probate. 


This leads me to conclude that your 


mother had previously placed 'the 
house in joint tenancy wHh your 
brother so that now, upon her death, 
he has become owner. 


If this were not so, your brother 


would have had to file the will in or-

der to get title to the property. 


HE PROBABLY feels also that as a 


survivor to the joint bank account 
that, for him at least, there is no fur- 
ther need for a will. 


Another problem is that although 


your mother told you about the will 
she made in 1962, it appears as though 
neither you, nor anyone else has seen a 


copy of it. Therefore, you would have 
to prove that one existed. 


U n d e r ordinary circumstances, 


upon the death of one joint owner to a 
bank account, the other receives the 
whole account. To change the effects 
of this in order to give you the right to 
claim the money as part of your 
mother's estate, you would have to 
prove certain, things. Was your moth- 
er's action free and voluntary? Did 
she not intend to make a gift of the 
money and merely placed his name hi 
the account for convenience? 


This, plus trying to prove that there 


actually is a, will could involve a long, 
drawn out, expensive court battle. 


IT'S UNFORTUNATE that your 


mother did not give your brother a 
ipower of attorney instead of the joint 
ownership with right of survivorship. 


Any person legally capable of acting 


for herself may use a power of attor- 
ney. Under it, your mother could have 
orally or in writing, appointed your 
brother as agent to use the money for 
some specific purposes only. He then 
would have acted for your mother 
within the limits of -that power of at- 
torney and would be held responsible 
if he went beyond it. The power of 
attorney would have died upon the 
death of your mother.

Post-baby exercises 
strengthen muscles 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 24 years old. In March 1975 I had my 


Hnt baby. I am only 5 feet 1 and weigh about 130 pounds. When I 
bad my daughter I had to have a section. Because of the section 
my doctor told me that I couldn't do any exercise. So I went on a 
diet aad went from 140 to 115 pounds. 


From my middle down I still looked as if 1 were about five and a 


half months pregnant. I got so depressed that I went back up to 130 
pounds. I know I am overweight. I am back on the diet to lose 
weight but I need good exercises to flatten my tummy and rear and 
•lio slim down my hips and thighs. 


1 know BOW that dieting is not enough. If you can, please send me 


a booklet for something with the right kind of exercises for me. I 
went to the book stores around here and can only find books on 
dieting and one on exercise. 


Dear Reader — It is discouraging to suddenly pass from a small 


woman to one who has to fight to keep the flab off. Small women 
really have more trouble because they don't have a lot of muscle 
mass to begin with, so they use a small amount of calories at rest, 
compared to larger women. 


Immediately after a section I can see why your doctor would not 


want you to do too much exercising that would put a strain on the 
scar. However, if it is a good scar there is no reason why you can't 
do ordinary calisthenics now to strengthen your abdominal mus- 
cles. The exercises will not be as big a strain on the healed incision 
as another pregnancy will be and women commonly have addition- 
al pregnancies after the first section, 


OBVIOUSLY YOU do need to diet, You know how since you have 


been successful in this department before. I recommend that every- 
one who goes on a diet also use an exercise program even if it is 
just walking. The exercise will help keep you from losing vital body 
protein and muscle. Without it you will lose so much muscle that it 
is even harder to avoid obesity after the diet than it was before. 
That is what is wrong with those fad and crash diets among other 
things. 


You need exercises to strengthen your abdominal muscles. I am 


sending you The Health Letter number 3-7, Girth Control: Avoiding 
the Big Middle. Others who want this information can forward 50 
cents with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. 
Address your letter to me in care of this newspaper, P.O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New York, NY 10019. This will tell you how to 
do set ups and leg lifts that will tighten your abdominal muscles. 
Most people think that sit-ups will do the job, but they are just for 
the upper abdomen and will not help that lower pot. 


A GOOD DAILY walking program, built up to an hour a day if 


you have time, plus the abdominal exercises and weight reduction 
should do the trick for you. Men are too inhibited usually to use 
them, but bumps and grinds are very good for improving the 
strength of the seat and pelvic muscles. They might help in that 
department. 


I also like to recommend swimming as a good exercise to lose 


weight. But you have to swim, not lie in the sun and gobble down 
snicks or cold drinks. 


If the water is on the cool side it will help drain away heat, which 


means losing calories. The exercise doesn't strain your joints as 
your body weight is supported. It is a great exercise for many who 
have knee, ankle and foot problems and is a pleasant way to ex- 
ercise in warm weather.

Use disinfectant spray 
to fight drain fly 


Dear Dorothy: I know one can expect any kind of insect in- 


festation In spring or summer but what we're experiencing is en- 
tirely different than anything we've encountered before. There is a 
regular army of small flies coming from the basement. They are 
larger than fruit flies or gnats and have rounded wings. There is no 
food there to attract them so cannot understand what draws them. 
Wa used a powerful insecticide but back they came. Can you 
help?—Gerry Anderson 


Sounds like the drain fly. One way of indentification is to swat 


one against a wall. It makes a black smudge. These flies live off 
any organic matter that may be in drain pipes. Take the cover off 
the basement drain and clean as far as you can reach with a brush 
or knife. Then use a disinfectant spray all around the area and into 
the pipe with as much intensity as you can muster. Repeat in a 
month.

the rowdiness, the people of In- 
dianapolis couldn't love it more. 


They realize that this is their day 


each year when the eyes of the racing 
world turn toward their city. 


Many homes near the track are dec- 


orated with banners saying "Welcome 
Race Fans." Just as many lots are 
rented out to park campers. Near an 
entrance to the track, boys have con- 
structed a foot bridge over a small 
creek, and will ask for donations on 
race day for "building the bridge." 


Near the track, residents have 


camped ,out on their lawns, partly to 
discourage vandalism, but more so to 
join in on the drinking and fun, the 
noise from which would 
probably 


have kept them awake anyway. 


With that many people around, It's 


hard to believe that the city resem- 
bles a ghost town in many ways while 
the race is on. Department stores are 
virtually deserted as the piped-in 
background music is replaced by the 
radio broadcast of the race. 


Many stores close down entirely. 


Traffic is minimal during the race it- 
self. 


And at a golf course on a beautiful, 


sunny Sunday morning, a total of six 
cars were in the parking lot at 10 a.m. 
on race day. 


It's a mess. It's madness. 
It's the "greatest spectacle in rac- 


ing."

1st round hurlers 


The Cubs, selecting seventh in the 12th annual summer free agent 


baseball draft Tuesday, tabbed righthanded pitcher Herman Se- 
gelke of El Camino High School in South San Francisco as their 
first-round draft choice. 


The crosstown rival White Sox followed suit with the first-round's 


eighth pick and chose another hurler, southpaw Steven Trout from 
Thomwood High School in South Holland. He is the son of the late 
Detroit Tigers' star, Dizzy Trout. 


The Houston Astros selected left hander Floyd Bannister of Ari- 


zona State, the major college strikeout leader the last two seasons, 
as the number one choice in the draft. Bannister was 18-1 with 
the Sun Devils this season and 37-5 during a three-year college ca- 
reer. 


Baltimore selected Llbcrtyville southpaw Mike Lindal as the 


draft's 92nd selection, coming in the fourth round while the 213th 
choice in the draft, coming In the ninth round, went to Pittsburgh 
who picked Llndal's teammate Brian Schwerman, a right hander 
also out or LtbertyvUle High School. 


Since 196S, when the draft was instituted, 51 per cent of those 


drafted have been signed. Last year, 410 players of a total of 728 
drafted (58 per cent) were signed by major league teams. 


The doctor to decide Orr's 'fate 


Bobby Orr, the most decorated player in National Hockey League 


history, will decide today whether to sign with the Chicago Black 
Hawks or retire permanently from hockey, his agent Alan Eagleson 
said Tuesday. The Toronto attorney said the 28-year-old defense- 
man would enter a hospital in Toronto Wednesday for an exam- 
ination of his damaged left knee and the diagnosis will be the basis 
for his decision. 


Orr. who has won more individual awards than any other player 


in NHL history, underwent a fourth and fifth operation on his left 
knee in 1975 and sat out all but 10 games last season. "He may 
need a sixth operation and he may never play hockey again," 
Eagleson told newsmen at the annual NHL meetings here. 


Orr had been expected to decide Tuesday whether to join the 


Hawks, the St. Louis Blues or take a one-year retirement. Eagleson 
said the decision to be made now is whether to join the Hawks or 
retire forever. "He will not join any other team but the Chicago 
Black Hawks. However, Bobby will enter hospital in Toronto 
Wednesday for another examination of his knee. He may need a 
sixth operation and he may never play hockey again," Eagleson 
said. 


Ashe surprised in French Open 


Balasz Taroczy, a part-timer from Hungary who once served as 


Arthur Ashe's ballboy, Tuesday outplayed and outwitted the world's 
No. 1 player to reach the quarter-finals of the $210,000 French Open 
tennis championships where Eddie Dibbs and Harold Solomon are 
now the sole surviving Americans. 


Ashe, who has won all the other major championships but never 


has got further than the quarters on the slow red clay of Roland 
Garros stadium, once again stumbled after taking a 2-0 lead in sets 
and apparently having a firm grip on the match. 


Taroczy, a 22-year-old economics student from Budapest, out- 


lasted Ashe, 5-7, 2-6, 6-4, 6-0, 6-4 in a three-hour marathon played in 
96 degree heat to pull off the win of his career. 


The fifth-seeded Dibbs, whose match with Poland's Wojtek Fibak 


was called because of darkness Monday night with the score tied at 
one-set all, took the last two sets Tuesday for a 7-6, 5-7, 6-3, 6-4 
victory and a place in the last eight. 


Solomon, who has got the better of Brian Gottfried in recent clay- 


court matches, defeated his Davis Cup teammate, 1-6,7-5,6-3,6-3.

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Laws of nature control clouds

WHERE ARK THE CLOUDS ON A 
CLEAR DAY? 


This mysterious disappearance de- 


pends on a team of large and small 
objects. The large objects are the 
planet earth with its huge airy atmos- 
phere — plus the faraway sun. The 
small objects are mini gas molecules 
of the air — too small to be seen. The 
teamwork that makes and unmakes 
the clouds is performed by strict laws 
of nature that work behind the scenes. 


The clouds seem to come and go, 


appear and disappear and do pretty 
much as they choose. But this is far 
from true. Actually, they must obey 
certain strict laws that govern the be- 
havior of gases. The air and its water 
vapor form a mixture of invisible 
gases — and they must do precisely 
what the temperature tells them to 
do. 


On a global scale, all day long the 


smiling sun is evaporating moisture 
from land and sea. In the process, 
tons of liquid water are converted into 
invisible gaseous water vapor. It min- 
gles with the other gases of the air. 
The warm mixture expands and rises

aloft — and up there things are usual- 
ly cooler. 
' 


The cooler temperature aloft con- 


verts some of the gaseous vapor back 
into tiny droplets of liquid water. This 
forms a puff of misty moisture — and 
a cloud is born. It floats along in the 
cool air aloft, blown by the breezes. 
Sometimes the wind blows all'.the 
clouds away and we get a clear blue 
sky, at least in our part of the world. 
But usually other things happen, to 
wipe the clouds from the sky. 


.This depends on the amount of va- 


por in the air and the temperature of 
the air aloft. There is always a cer- 
tain amount of vapor in the air, all 
around the globe. But some regions 
have more vapor than others, and 
there is a little moisture even above 
the driest deserts. Sometimes there is 
not enough vapor up 'there to make 
any clouds at all — and naturally the 
cloudless sky is heavenly blue. 


S o m e t i m e s there are morning 


clouds that disappear as the sun 
creeps higher in the sky. This is 
somewhat more mysterious. It hap- 
pens because the air is allowed to con- 
tain so much moisture — and no 
more. Warm, dry air is thirsty and 
soaks up lots of moisture from the 
sea. It rises to cooler regions aloft 


with its load-of vapor. But as it chills 
it now has a surplus of vapor. 


The..surplus vapor becomes misty 


clouds, but there may be more to the 
.'story. Over the sunny desert, even the 
air aloft may be quite warm. It even 
may get warm and thirsty up there. It 
so happens that the same laws used to 
make the clouds can be switched 
around to unmake them. 


The warm, thirsty air aloft can hold 


extra vapor, just as it could over the 
sea. So it simply converts the liquid 


••water in-the clouds back again into 


invisible w.ater vapor. Quite suddenly, 
all the 'clouds become invisible gas 
mingled with the invisible air — and 
the big beauteous sky above is heav- 
enly blue. '

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An Olympic sneer at Father Time 


At the end of this month at the University of California at Irvine, 


an Olympics will be held at which there will be an attempt to equal 
or better several Olympic records. There will be an all-out effort to 
break the 186 shotput mark set at Athens — 36 feet 9% inches. 
Ellery Clark's long-jump mark — 20-10 — from the same Olympics 
Is In definite jeopardy. 


No one expects Con Leahy's 1906 high jump record, 5-9-7/8, to 


withstand the assault on it. They will be gaining on Erik Lem- 
ming's 1906 javelin throw of 175.6. Edwin Flack's magnificent 2:11 
half-mile, and his Incredible double with a 4:33.2 metric mile should 
stand and no one will touch Walter Tewkesbury's blistering inter- 
mediate hurdle record of 57.6 set at Paris in 1900. Babe Didrikson's 
marks are safe. No one knows what to expect in the kayak pairs. 


The catch, of course, is that there will be no blond USC seniors, 


no pony-tailed 16-year-old gymnasts, and hardly anybody who can 
read without glasses In this Olympics. This is the Senior Olympics. 
But that doesn't mean It's just for the old. It's just for those who 
have lived a long time and, at the age of 6D — or 79 — or 49 — are 
able to do the things 20-year-olds barely managed SO years ago. 


The Senior Olympics is a brave nose-thumb at Father Time, a 


whole bunch of people who have thrown away the hot-water bottle, 
ear trumpet, and have cobwebbed the focking chair and carpet 
slippers in favor of a pair of Adidas and a vaulting pole. The theme 
of the thing should be, "You don't have to be old just because you 
remember Jim Thorpe — or The Maine." 


You'll see ex-Olympic champions, U.S. senators, bankers, law- 


yers. TV personalities and grandmothers in the field, enjoying the 
blush of competition at something besides quilting or bake-offs. 


Take Bert Goodrich. For those of you too young to remember, 


Bert Goodrich was the best sprinter in the state of Arizona, not 
including mountain lions, some time shortly after the departure of 
Geronimo. Bert never ran in the Olympics, but he ran, creditably, 
against Charley Paddock and Charley Borah, who did. 


Bert was not one of your spindly sprinters. He not only doubled in 


the shot, javelin, and long jump, but he was the original (in 1939) 
Mr. America, beating out a lot of torsos who were later to make 
fortunes in mall-order body building. Bert was later one of the 
bodies beautiful surrounding the legendary Miss Mae West in her 
stage act. but he didn't change his name to "Atlas" or "Charles 
Hercules" or "Bert Body" and cash in on the physical-culture fad 
of the Depression years, he went on stage as the "umlerstander" in 
a vaudeville tumbling act, and later in an ice show. 


Bert was also a serial stunt man in the movies, those Saturday 


afternoon dime dreadfuls. It was usually Bert's job to do the final 
scenes where the hero would get thrown off a trestle into the rapids 
below or be pushed out of a moving train at the end of an in- 
stallment. The guy hanging from the cliff in the cliff-hangers was 
Bert. He was Bed Grange in the stunt scenes in the Red Grange 
serials. Any time you saw "Red Grange" without a football, it was 
Bert. Any time you saw a long shot of John Wayne upside-down or 
being dragged by a horse in those days, it was Bert. 


Bert is 69 now. His feet don't hurt, his teeth are fine. He has all 


his hair, and he can see a fly on a lamp post a block away. He 
doesn't need laxatives. His pulse is in the 50s and his blood pres- 
sure 130/80. Cholesterol count, 178, is no problem. He will whip out 
his ukuelele and play you a rousing medly of Duke Kahanamoku 
song hits, and, if he feels like having a martini, he'll have one.

Carter wins big in Ohio, losing in NJ. 


by United Press International 


Georgia's Jimmy Carter, bidding 


for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation on the first ballot, scored a 
crushing victory in Ohio Tuesday but 
ran into unexpected trouble in New 
Jersey. President Ford held a com- 
manding lead in both states. 


Ohio, New Jersey and California — 


where polls closed at 10 p.m. COT — 
held elections as the year's presiden- 
tial primaries came to a close with 
Ford and Ronald Reagan in a titanic 
struggle for the GOP nomination and 


Carter closing in on the Democrats' 
top prize. 


C a r t e r , the 51-year-old former 


Georgia governor, crushed Arizona's 
Morris Udall and Idaho's Frank 
Church in Ohio. 


In a massive display of votegetting 


power, Carter easily outdistanced his 
two liberal challengers and climbed, 
well above the coveted 1,000 mark in 
pledged delegates to the national con- 
vention in July, where 1,505 were 
needed to win. 


UDALL, THE candidate closest to 


Carter in delegate strength, virtually 
conceded defeat, saying the former 
Georgia governor was a "healthy fa- 
vorite for the nomination." 


Carter, however, appeared headed 


for another defeat in New Jersey. He 
easily swept the nonbiding popularity 
contest but badly trailed an uncom- 
mitted slate backed by California 
Gov. 
Edmund Brown and Hubert 


Humphrey in the battle for the state's 
108 delegates. 


Late Tuesday, the pnmanes stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 21 per cent of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 110,885 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 82 
delegates, Reagan had 91,133 or 45 per 
cent and three delegates. Carter had 
118,350 or 54 per cent and was leading 
for 105 delegates, while Udall had 
39,423 or 18 per cent and 19 delegates. 


•» New Jersey: Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 60 per 
cent in, Carter had 107,478 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 29 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading with 38 delegates. 


• California: With 1 per cent of the 


precincts reporting, Reagan had 63 
per cent, and Ford had 37 per cent 
with all 167 GOP delegates going to 
the winner. Brown had 59 per cent 
while Carter had 20 per cent and 
Church 9 per cent. 


Ford moved into a strong lead in 


Ohio — A key state in his bid to re- 
pulse Reagan's conservative 
chal- 


lenge for the GOP nomination — and 
won the New Jersey popularity prima- 
ry without opposition. 


AN UNCOMMITTED slate of GOP 


delegates — available to Ford in a 
convention showdown with Reagan — 


headed for a statewide sweep. 


Despite Carter's apparent loss in 


the New Jersey delegate race, ifiere 
were strong indications his quest for 
the nomination was nearing fruition.

basis at the $25,000 annual salary Beh- 
rel receives. A controversy, however, 
has arisen in recent weeks over the 
definition of "full-time." 


Olen and Bolek both said they would 


remain in their current jobs while 
serving as acting mayor, while Seitz 
said he will take a leave of absense 
from his present job. 


Bolek, 51, of 1388 Dennis PL, is 


president of Jeco Industries, Des 
Plaines, and said he probably will put 
in about 20 hours a week as acting 
mayor. 


"I would also be available to put in 


as much additional time as would be 
necessary," he said. 


Bolek previously said he would not 


accept the acting mayor's salary, but 
now says 'he will have the money put 
into a deferred compensation plan 
with the city. 


"SINCE I'M increasing the amount

Law to limit bird feeding 
authorized by officials

supported drafting of the ordinance, 
some said they do not believe the 
nance can be enforced. 


"I think we all agree that there is a

because the people in the area are 
suffering," Sarlo said.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and Is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners, 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basts of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban businessmen

High court issues key ruling 
Arlington Hts. to win bias case?

The U.S. Supreme Court has "effec- 


tively reversed" a ruling against the 
Village of Arlington Heights in the 
controversial Lincoln Green low-in- 
come housing case, according to Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. 


In a footnote to the majority opinion 


of another case, the high court dis- 
agreed with 16 lower court decision, 
including the Arlington Heights case. 


The Supreme Court, in a decision 


issued Monday, ruled that proof of 
purpose is needed to constitute a vio- 
lation of the equal protection clause of 
the U.S. Constitution. The case in- 
volved the Washington, D.C., police 
written examinations in which blacks 
failed four times more than whites. 


IN HIS MINORITY opinion* Bren- 


objected to the inclusion of the Arling- 
ton Heights case in the majority's re- 
port because the case is still pending 
before the high court. 


"If the court regarded this (Arling- 


ton Heights) case only a few months 
ago as worthy of full briefing and ar- 
gument, it ought not to be effectively 
reversed merely by its inclusion in a 
laundry list of lower court decisions," 
Brennan's minority paper states. Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall was the other 
dissenter. 


The majority opinion, written by 


Justice Byron R. White, disagrees 
with 16 appellate court decisions that 
have held that substantial uneven ra- 
cial effects of a law is a violation of 
the equal protection laws. 


The village has pending before the 


Supreme Court its appeal to a ruling 
last year by the 7th Circuit U.S. Court 
of Appeals that said the village's re- 
fusal to rezone property near St. Via- 
tor High School for a housing project 
proposed by the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corp. was "racially dis- 
criminatory." 


Arlington Heights' officials have ar- 


gued that the rezoning was denied be- 
cause the Lincoln Green project does 
not conform with neighborhood zoning 
and not -to prevent low-income or mi- 
nority groups from.moving to the vil- 
lage. 


THE 
VILLAGE HAS blocked 


arguments that the project is in- 
townhouse development on 15 acres 
southeast of the high school with the 
arguments that the projectis in- 
compatible with the village's master 
plan and that it would be spot zoning. 


The MHDC argument, upheld by the 


appellate court, has been that failure 
to approve the project will have the 
effect of continuing housing segrega- 
tion in the Chicago area. 


The appellate court's decision 


quotes an urbanologist who called Ar- 
lington Heights "the most residential- 
ly segregated community in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area." 


Willis Caruso, attorney for MHDC, 


said Tuesday he does not think the 
high court's decision in the Washing- 
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ton police case deals specifically with 
arguments used by MHDC in the Lin- 
coln Green case. 


"They have limited their decision to

Commuter bus line to begin here June 28 


Buftalo Grove's long-awaited com- 


muter bus service is slated to start 
June 28. despite uncertainty of the 
service after the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority's fully-funded six- 
month trial expires. 


The RTA board approved the ser- 


vice from Buffalo Grove to the Arling- 
ton Heights downtown train station 
last month after nearly a four-month 
delay, and project director Edward 
Bailey said the buses should be rolling 
as soon as a letter finalizing the ser- 
vice is sent to Buffalo Grove Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


The commuter service will operate 


between Thompson Boulevard in the 
Strathmore Grove subdivision and the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. train 
station in Arlington Heights. The 
route will follow Arlington Heights 
Road with trips down several side 


streets, and follow Dunton Avenue to 
the train station. Total riding time 
will be 35 minutes one way. 


THE SERVICE will be operated on 


a six month trial basis by NORTRAN 
operators with full RTA funding. After 
the six month trial, the RTA would 
continue to pay a'share of the oper- 
ating costs up to 100 per cent if the 
service attracts .20,540 passenger trips 
during the six month period, Bailey 
said. Any additional costs not covered 
by fares would be shared by Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights if the 
village decides to continue the service 
after the trial period, he said. 


The village board approved the con- 


cept of the commuter service in 
January, and voted to waive final ap- 
proval until the RTA sends an agree- 
ment to the board. Bailey said no 
such formal agreement would be sent, 


but added that Buffalo Grove "won't 
be responsible after six months — 
they have the option of continuing or 
not." 


Larson said he would have liked to 


iee "a little more involvement with 
the village" before the service's filial 
details were worked out, and said the 
RTA would have no guarantee of the 
village taking over the service. 


"We had no say m the choice of the 


carrier, and had no control over the 
fares," Larson said. "I thought the 
RTA would work more closely with 
the village on this." 


Larson also said 'he would have pre- 


ferred to start the six month trial pe- 
riod in the early fall when fewer resi- 
dents would be on vacation. 


THE COMMUTER service will in- 


clude four morning and evening runs 


from 6 to 7:59 a.m. and 5:25 to 7:38 
p.m. Two buses will provide the ser- 
vice, and fares will be 40 cents one 
way, Bailey said.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres, Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
tne Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated '$54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it, 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said, "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine."

The case in- 
volved the Washington, D.C., police 
written examinations in which blacks 
failed four times more than whites. 


IN HIS MINORITY opinion, Bren- 


objected to the inclusion of the Arling- 
ton Heights case in the majority's re- 
port because the case is still pending 
before the high court. 


"If the court regarded this (Arling- 


ton Heights) case only a few months 
ago as worthy of full briefing and ar- 
gument, it ought not to be effectively 
reversed merely by its inclusion in a 
laundry list of lower court decisions," 
Brennan's minority paper states. Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall was the other 
dissenter. 


The majority opinion, written by

The Wheeling Village Board has 


unanimously approved a resolution 
opposing the Wheeling Rural Fire 
Protection District's July 17 ambu- 
lance tax referendum. 


Trustees last week said they will op- 


pose the tax referendum because of 
the fire district board's failure to act 
on the village's request for dis- 
annexation. Village board members 
Monday said they felt they are getting 
the "stall treatment" from the fire 
district on the disannexation request. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne 


Winters Tuesday said he was "very 
disappointed 
about 
the Wheeling 


vote." 


"Undoubtedly, it will hurt us, but I 


don't know how much weight they 
think they can carry. We're talking 
about 15,000 residents out of 50,000 in 
the district, which is really quite a 
minority," he said. 


WINTER SAID he doesn't agree the 


ambulance tax will be double taxation 
for W h e e l i n g residents. Village 
trustees said the village already sub- 
sidized ambulance service for Wheel- 
ing residents through money allocated 
out of municipal general funds. 


"I don't understand their logic at 


all. The double tax issue doesn't make 
sense. They're putting it on them- 
selves," he said. 


Winters said he doesn't expect any 


opposition to the ambulance tax refer- 
endum from Buffalo Grove residents. 


"I have not heard any opposition at 


all in our area. Once people are in- 
formed about the issue, we have yet 
to come up with any negative com- 
ments," he said. 


FIRE DISTRICT officials in March 


agreed to hold the July 17 ambulance 
tax referendum to fund ambulance 
and paramedic services. The pro- 
posed tax will be a maximum 25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


Fire district officials are seeking 


the ambulance tax because general 
revenue funds can be used only for 
firefighting costs. They said ambu- 
lance and paramedic service will 
have to be cut unless the tax is ap- 
proved. 


Wheeling trustees recently began 


expressing opposition to the referen- 
dum because of their desire to with- 
draw from the fire district. Trustee 
W i l l i a m Hein said fire district 
trustees are using the ambulance tax 
"to cloud the issue" of Wheeling's dis- 
annexation from the district. 


Wheeling officials are attempting to 


disannex from the district in an effort 
to increase fire tax revenues to the 
village. Hein said tax revenues could 
be increased by at least $55,000 an- 
nually because an area of the village 
not in the fire district could be taxed. 


A small section of the village, in- 


cluding about 2,000 residents in the 
northeast section of town, is not in- 
cluded in the fire district. Residents 
there do not pay any fire taxes. 


The fire protection district serves 


about 50,000 residents in the Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights 
area.

Tiny toilets may flush away 
problems of water shortages 


Flushing toilets may be a mundane 


fact of life for most Buffalo Grove 
residents, but if a plan proposed by a 
village trustee receives board approv- 
al, residents In new homes could be 
saving thousands of gallons of water a 
year. 


Under a proposal by Trustee Clarice 


Rech, the village's building code will 
foe amended to require installation of 
a three-gallon tank instead of a stan- 
dard five-to six-gallon tank — which 
could mean a substantial saving in 
water after each flush. 


The village board Monday directed 


the village staff and attorney to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance, and 
Mrs. Rech said she is hopeful the tiny 
toilets will ease the water shortage 
Buffalo Grove could experience in fu- 
ture years. 


Mrs. Rech said the smaller toilets' 


flushing apparatus is the same as 
their bigger brothers', and added 
she'd heard of no problems with sew- 
er systems as a result of the economy 
size. 


Similar toilet ordinances are in ef- 


fect In several East Coast cities, but 
the law would be a first for the North- 
west suburbs, sahe said. 


"Basically, this is a preventive 


measure to encourage consesrvation 
before our wells run dry," Mrs. Rech 
said. The village now has four deep 
and one shallow well, with another 


well planned at the Centex devel- 
opment near Weiland Road and 111.

Carter the candidate? Ford losing West

Jimmy Carter scored a landslide 


victory In the Ohio primary Tuesday 
and appeared headed (or the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination on the 
first ballot. Key Democrats, including 
some of his opponents, conceded it 
was virtually impossible to stop him. 


President Ford took a commanding 


lead In Ohio, swept to an unopposed 
victory in New Jersey but trailed 
Ronald Reagan in California's winner- 
take-all primary as the two challen- 
gers continued their increasingly bit- 
ter battle for the GOP nomination. 


GOOD 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor, crushed two liberal challengers, 
Arizona's Morris Udall and Idaho'si 
Frank Church, in Ohio. 


THE GEORGIAN swept to an easy 


victory in New Jersey popularity con- 
test and, after trailing through the 
night, his delegates drew close to an 
uncommitted slate backed by Califor- 
nia Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Carter, who went into the three pri- 


maries with 911 delegates of the 1,505 
needed was picking up 148 in Ohio and 
New Jersey and was certain to add 


more from California's huge 280-mem- 
ber delegation despite an anticipated 
loss to Brown. 


The former Georgia governor esti- 


mated he would be within 250 votes of 
the nomination by his count when all 
the votes from the three primaries 
are counted. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 34 per cent of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 183,080 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 88 
delegates, while Reagan had 149,620 
or 45 per cent and six delegates. Car- 


ter had 201,769 or 53 per cent and was 
leading for 113 delegates, while Udall 
had 72,009 or 19 per cent and 16 dele- 
gates. 


• tyew Jersey: Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 65 per 
cent in, Carter had 143,467 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 35 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading for 37 delegates. 


• California: With 7 per cent of the 


p r e c i n c t s reporting, Reagan had 
125,000 or 59 per cent, and Ford had 
86,037 or 41 per cent with all 167 GOP 
delegates going to the winner. Brown 


had 131,611 or 56 per cent and was 
leading for 179 delegates, while Carter 
had 46,162 or 20 per cent and 63 dele- 
gates. 


Carter said he would contact Ala- 


bama's defeat-scarred George Wall- 
ace and Henry Jackson and ask their 
help in winning the nomination on the 
first ballot. Jackson has 248 delegates 
and Wallace 172. 


As the returns came in, Udall and 


Church virtually conceded that it was 
next to impossible to stop Carter. 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago said 


if Carter won the Ohio primary "he'll 
be the candidate." 


FORD APPEARED to be building a 


solid cushion in Ohio and New Jersey 
to soften the blow of Reagan's antici- 
pated victory and 167 delegates in 
California. 


Ford, going into the last three pri- 


maries, led Reagan 823-690 in pledged 
delegates and was certain to retain a 
cut down lead, well short of the 1,130 
needed for the nomination. 


That would mean that Ford and 


Reagan will have to forage uncom- 
mitteds for the deciding edge.

Elk Grove Village's 1975-76 deficit is 


$32,882 — a third of what was ex- 
pected. 


The figures were released Tuesday 


by Village Mgr. Charles A. Willis, af- 
ter the finance department completed 
its year-end financial statement. 


D u r i n g budget deliberations in 


April, officials had said the deficit 
would t>e approximately $107,400. 


Willis's figures also showed a larger 


than anticipated surplus in the water 
and sewer account. The year-end total 
showed a $1,010,596 surplus rather 
than the expected $912,900. 


BUILDING COMR. Thomas Ret- 


tenbacher said an unexpected in- 
crease in building permit fees, par- 
ticularly in the last few months, 
helped the corporate budget situation. 


He said the village has $40,000 more 
than it expected last August in build- 
ing permit fees. 


The $107,400 deficit figure was a 


factor in calculating the 1976-77 corpo- 
ate budget. That budget of $4.5 million 
also includes a prjected 8119,891 defi- 
cit for the current year. 


Village officials said the 1975-76 


deficit was the result of decreased vil- 
lage revenues, such as sales tax and 
increased expenses, including insur- 
ance. 


The 1976-77 budget is slightly higher 


than the $4.2 million package of 1975- 
76. It includes a 5 per cent pay in- 
crease for village employes which will 
not take effect until August. The pay 
increases, which at one time had been

During warehouse robbery 
Pair sentenced in murder attempt 


Two men were convicted and sen- 


tenced to prison Tuesday for their 
part last year in the attempted armed 
robbery of an Elk Grove Village 
warehouse in which they tried to kill a 
police detective. 


Benny F. Davis, 46, 1636 Melrose 


Ave., in Chicago and Harold Harlan, 
48, 9523 Lexington, Brookfleld, went 
each sentenced to 7 to 10 years in 
prison. 


Davis and Harlan pleaded guilty to 


charges of attempted murder, at- 
tempted armed robbery and burglary 
before Associate Judge Jerome Burke 
in the Des Plaines branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


A THIRD MAN arrested with them, 


Donald Wayne Woods, 25, 4607 Eberly, 
also of Brookfield, was sentenced to a 
three-to nine-year prison term after 
being convicted of attempted armed 
robbery and burglary. The state's at- 
torney's office dropped a charge of at- 


tempted murder against him. 


Elk Grove village police arrested 


the three last December after surpris- 
ing the trio who had entered Yashica 
Inc., 120 King St. to rob employes. 


Detectives were staking out the 


plant after learning from an infor- 
mant there would be an armed rob- 
bery there. 


Police watched the three, all carry-

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs." 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of (heir population. 


Chicago will receive $22,7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in tjme to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax w.ill enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it^ he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine."

Arlington Hts. to win bias case?

The U.S. Supreme Court has "effec- 


tively reversed" a ruling against the 
Village of Arlington Heights in the 
controversial Lincoln Green low-in- 
come housing case, according to Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. 


In a footnote to the majority opinion 


of another case, the high court dis- 
agreed with 16 lower court decision, 
including the Arlington Heights case. 


The Supreme Court, in a decision 


issued Monday, ruled that proof of 
purpose is needed to constitute a vio- 
lation of the equal protection clause of 
the U.S. Constitution. The case in- 
volved the Washington, D.C., police 
written examinations In which blacks 
failed four times more than whites. 


IN HIS* MINORITY opinion, Bren- 


objected to the inclusion of the Arling- 
ton Heights case in the majority's re- 
port because the case is still pending 
before the high court. 


"If the court regarded this (Arling- 


ton Heights) case only a few months 
ago as worthy of full briefing and ar- 


gument, it ought not to be effectively 
reversed merely by its inclusion in a 
laundry list of lower court decisions," 
Brennan's minority paper states. Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall was the other 
dissenter. 


The majority opinion, written by 


Justice Byron R. White, disagrees 
with 16 appellate court decisions that 
have held that substantial uneven ra- 
cial effects of a law is a violation of 
the equal protection laws. 


The village has pending before the 


Supreme Court its appeal to a ruling 
last year by the 7th Circuit U.S. Court 
of Appeals that said the village's re- 
fusal to rezone property near St. Via- 
tor High School for a housing project 
proposed by the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corp, was "racially dis- 
criminatory." 


Arlington Heights' officials have ar- 


gued that the rezoning was denied be- 
cause the Lincoln Green project does 
not conform with neighborhood zoning 
and not to prevent low-income or mi- 


nority groups from moving to the vil- 
lage. 


THE 
VILLAGE HAS blocked 


arguments that the project is in- 
townhouse development on 15 acres 
southeast of the high school with the 
arguments that the projectis in- 
•.•ompatible with the village's master 
plan and that it would be spot zoning. 


The MHDC argument, upheld by the 


appellate court, has been that failure 
to approve the project will have the 
effect of continuing housing segrega- 
tion in the Chicago area. 


The appellate court's decision 


quotes an urbanologist who called Ar- 
lington Heights "the most residential- 
ly segregated community in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area." 


Willis.Caruso, attorney for MHDC, 


said Tuesday he does not think the 
high court's decision in the Washing- 
ton police case deals specifically with 
arguments used by MHDC in the Lin- 
coln Green case. 


"They have limited their decision to 


the extent that it depends on proof of 
purpose, but our argument specifi- 
cally states that we do not rely solely 
on disproportionate racial impact," 
Caruso said. 


"It is a little bit extraordinary, 


though for the opinion to include a 
case pending before the Supreme 
Court," he said. 


"As for whether they are dispensing 


of our argument completely, I can't 
tell," Caruso said.

35 teachers 
may be rehired 


Thirty-five of the 86 nontenured 


teachers dismissed earlier this spring 
by Palatine Township Dist. 15 are ex- 
pected to be rehired tonight for the 
1976-77 school year. 


All first-year and four second-year 


probationary teachers were sent dis- 
missal notices in March informing 
them they would not be rehired for 
the coming school year. Teaching po- 
sitions are being cut back to help off- 
set a projected $2.2 million deficit in 
the 1976-77 budget. 


The number of teachers to be re- 


hired was determined after the dis- 
trict prepared a staffing plan based 
on average class sizes of about 27 or 
28 pupils, said Robert Anderson, ad- 
ministrative assistant for- personnel 
and planning. 


THE DIST. is board decided to 


raise class size from an average of 
about 25 pupils per class to about 28, 
which resulted in the elimination of 
about 39 teaching positions. 


Anderson said if any more teachers 


are rehired it will be because of resig- 
nations and other reassignments;, 
rather than as part of the over-all 
staffing plan. 


Anderson said he anticipates that 


with normal attrition during the sum- 
mer, the district will be able to rehire 
between 10 and 20 more first-year 
probationary teachers. 


The Dist. 15 board will act on the 


reinstatement of the 35 teachers at a 
regular board meeting at 8 p.m. today 
at the Administration Building, 505 S. 
Quentin Rd., Palatine. 


The board also is expected to dis- 


cuss the assignment of special educa- 
tion students for the 1976-77 school 
year and full-time arrangements for 
students assigned to Jefferson School 
until the new school opens.

THE ERROR WAS discovered last 


year when Cook County zoning maps 
were revised. The village later an- 
nexed the land. 


More than 150 residents of The 


Woods and Timbercrest subdivisions, 
adjacent to the Matanky property, 
have objected to the plan and asked 
the developer to substitute houses for 
the apartments. 


The homeowners contend the pro- 


posed development would lower the 
value of their homes, which now sell 
for between $60,000 and $127,000. 


The residents also oppose the plan 


because they say it could endanger 
the more than 100-year-old oak trees 
in Sarah's Grove, an historic area in 
the village.

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Carter the candidate? Ford losing West 


by United Press International 


Jimmy Carter scored a landslide 


victory In the Ohio primary Tuesday 
and appeared headed for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination on the 
first ballot. Key Democrats, including 
some of his opponents, conceded it 
was virtually impossible to stop him. 


President Ford took a commanding 


lead in Ohio, swept to an unopposed 
victory in New Jersey but trailed 
Ronald Reagan in California's winner- 
take-all primary as the two challen- 
gers continued their increasingly bit- 
ter battle for the GOP nomination. 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor, crushed two liberal challengers, 
Arizona's Morris Udall and Iclaho'si 
Frank Church, in Ohio, 


THE GEORGIAN swept to an easy 


victory in New Jersey popularity con- 
test and, after trailing through the 
night, his delegates drew close to an 
uncommitted slate backed by Califor- 
nia Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Carter, who went into the three pri- 


maries with 911 delegates of the 1,505 
needed was picking up 148 in Ohio and 
New Jersey and was certain to add 


more from California's huge 280-mem- 
ber delegation despite an anticipated 
loss to Brown. 


The former Georgia governor esti-' 


mated he would be within 250 votes of 
the nomination by his count when all 
the votes from the three primaries 
are counted. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 34 per cent of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 183,080 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 88 
delegates, while Reagan had 149,620 
or 45 per cent and six delegates. Car- 


ter had 201,769 or 53 per cent and was 
leading for 113 delegates, while Udall 
had 72,009 or 19 per cent and 16 dele- 
gates. 


• New Jersey: Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 65 per 
cent in, Carter had 143,467 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 35 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading for 37 delegates. 


• California: With 7 per cent of the 


p r e c i n c t s reporting, Reagan had 
125,000 or 59 per cent, and Ford had 
86,037 or 41 per cent with all 167 GOP 
delegates going to the winner. Brown 


had 131,611 or 56 per cent and was 
leading for 179 delegates, while Carter 
had 46,162 or 20 per, cent and 63 dele- 
gates. 


Carter said he would contact Ala- 


bama's defeat-scarred 
George Wall- 


ace and Henry Jackson and ask their 
help in winning the nomination on the 
first ballot. Jackson has 248 delegates 
and Wallace 172. 


As the returns came in, Udall and 


Church virtually conceded that it was 
next to impossible to stop Carter. 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago said 


if Carter won the Ohio primary "he'll 
be the candidate.'1 


FORD APPEARED to be building a 


solid cushion in Ohio and New Jersey 
to soften the blow of Reagan's antici- 
pated victory and 167 delegates in 
California. 


Ford, going into the last three pri- 


maries, led Reagan 823-690 in pledged 
delegates and was certain to retain a 
cut down lead, well short of the 1.130 
needed for the nomination. 


That would mean that Ford and 


Reagan will have to forage uncom- 
mitteds for the deciding edge.

aldermen from each ward or if they 
want to reduce the representation to 
one alderman per ward. 


Watson, in a letter to the editor of 


The Herald and Rolling Meadows resi- 
dents recommended 
that residents 


adopt the strong manager-city council 
system, calling it a "more efficient, 
effective" system that can "stay di- 
vorced from political influence." 


IN THE LETTER, Watson also rec- 


ommends retaining the ward system 
of representation and electing two al- 
dermen per ward to provide what he 
calls "full representation." 


"The letter is a cheap political 


move on his part to benefit former 
colleagues sweating the possible loss 
of their seats on the council," Meyer 
said. 


"Watson left this city under circum- 


stances he created. One of the reasons 
he left was that, contrary to our ordi- 
nances, he was taking orders from in- 
dividual aldermen," he added.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and Is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax. proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $34 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban businessmen 


and municipal officials, whose towns 


budgets would benefit from the tax, 
said Tuesday they are opposed to it. 


Jones, who first called for the six 


Northwest suburban townships to se- 
cede from Cook County and form Lin- 


coln County several years ago, said 
the proposed tax "is just another clas- 
sic example of why we need Lincoln 
County." The six townships include 
Hanover, Elk Grove, Schaumburg, 


Harrington, Wheeling and Palatine. 


Jones said, "We don't need any 


more taxes on businesses or people 
and when you tax business you tax 
people." 


JONES AND other mayors and vil- 


lage presidents said the money munic- 
ipalities would gain is not particularly 
significant. Jones, said, "If we need

High court issues key ruling 
Arlington Hts. to win bias case?

The U.S. Supreme Court has "effec- 


tively reversed" a ruling against the 
Village of Arlington Heights in the 
controversial Lincoln Green low-in- 
come housing case, according to Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr. 


In a footnote to the majority opinion 


of another case, the high court dis- 
agreed with 16 lower court v decision, 
including the Arlington Heights case. 


The Supreme Court, in a decision 


issued Monday, ruled that proof of 
purpose is needed to constitute a vio- 
lation of the equal protection clause of 
the U.S. Constitution. The case in- 


volved the Washington, D.C., police 
written examinations in which blacks 
failed four times more than whites. 


IN HIS MINORITY opinion, Bren- 


objected to the inclusion of the Arling- 
ton Heights case in the majority's re- 
port because the case is still pending 
before the high court. 


"If the court regarded this (Arling-

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Carter the candidate? Ford losing West

Jimmy Carter scored a landslide 


victory in the Ohio primary Tuesday 
and appeared headed for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination on the 
first ballot. Key Democrats, including 
some of his: opponents, conceded it 
was virtually Impossible to stop him. 


President Ford took a commanding 


lead in Ohio, swept to an unopposed 
victory in New Jersey but trailed 
Ronald Reagan in California's winner- 
take-alt primary as the two challen- 
gers continued their increasingly bit- 
ter battle for the GOP nomination. 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor, crushed two liberal challengers, 
Arizona's Morris Udall and Idaho's 
Frank Church, in Ohio. 


THE GEORGIAN swept to an easy 


victory in New Jersey popularity con- 
test and, after trailing through the 
night, his delegates drew close to an 
uncommitted slate backed by Califor- 
nia Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Carter, who went into the three pri- 


maries with 911 delegates of the 1,505 
needed was picking up 148 in Ohio and 
New Jersey and was certain to add 


more from California's huge 280-mem- 
ber delegation despite an anticipated 
loss to Brown. 


The former Georgia governor esti- 


mated he would be within 250 votes of 
the nomination by his count when all 
the votes from the three primaries 
are counted. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 34 per cent-of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 183,080 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 88 
delegates, while Reagan had 149,620 
or 45 per cent and six delegates. Car-

William Blake, vice president of 


Bergen Construction, told the board 
the delay was due to a labor dispute 
which stalled delivery and installation 
of aluminum piping. He said the pool 
could be completed by June 10. 


Hall said Tuesday that painting of 


the pool was completed Sunday, con- 
crete work is scheduled to be finished 
today, sidewalks will be installed 
Thursday or Friday and fencing is 
being installed now. 


The park district has three other 


pools besides the new facility at Eagle 
Park, all of which are scheduled to 
open Saturday. Other pools are at 
Community Park, Birchwood Park 
and Willow Wood Park. 


IN A RELATED matter, Hall said 


the park board will have to delay a 
decision on installing tennis courts at 
the new park this year until conflict- 
ing recommendations by soil testing 
engineers are resolved.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban

Barrington, Barrington Hills, North 
Barrington, South Barrington, Tower 
Lakes and Deer Park. Finances come 
from dues paid by each member vil- 
lage proportionate to their equalized 
assessed valuation. Inverness pays 
$7,816 a year. 


The Inverness trustees sent the 


council's comprehensive plan to vil- 
lage planning commission for study of 
the housing chapter.

Arlington Heights' officials have ar- 


gued that the rezoning was denied be- 
cause the Lincoln Green project does 
not conform with neighborhood zoning 
and not to prevent low-income or mi- 
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nority groups from moving to the vil- 
lage. 


THE 
VILLAGE HAS blocked 


arguments that the project is in- 
townhouse development on 15 acres 
southeast of the high school with the 
arguments that the projectis in- 
compatible with the village's master 
plan and that it would be spot zoning. 


The MHDC argument, upheld by the 


appellate court, has been that failure 
to approve the project will have the 
effect of continuing housing segrega- 
tion in the Chicago area. 


The 
appellate court's decision 


quotes an urbanologist who called Ar- 
lington Heights "the most residential- 
ly segregated community hi the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area." 


Willis Caruso, attorney for MHDC, 


said Tuesday he does not think the 
high court's decision in the Washing- 
ton police case deals specifically with 
arguments used by MHDC in the Lin- 
coln Green case. 


"They have limited their decision to 


the extent that it depends on proof of 
purpose, but our argument specifi- 
cally states that we do not rely solely 
on disproportionate racial impact," 
Caruso said. 


"It is a little bit extraordinary, 


though for the opinion to include a 
case pending before the Supreme 
Court," he said. 


"As for whether they are dispensing 


of our argument completely, I can't 
tell," Caruso said. 


Arlington Heights Village Atty. Jack 


Siegel was unavailable for comment. 


Criticized apartment plan OKd by unit 


Plans for a 72-unit apartment proj- 


ect at Wilson and Elm streets, which 
some Palatine officials earlier had 
c r i t i c i z e d as being economically 
unattractive for the village, have been 
approved by the village board's plan- 
ning, building and zoning committee. 


The committee voted 5-2 in favor of 


recommending approval of the project 
to the village board. The measure is 
expected to pass because all members 
of the board have voting power on all 
village committees and were present 
for the discussion on the matter.

THE PROPOSED Wilson Terrace 


project, being developed by Wilson 
Associates, Franklin Park, calls for 
two 18-unit and three 12-unit buildings, 
all with two-bedroom apartments. 


The buildings will be three-story 


walk-ups, which several trustees felt 
could not be rented easily in Palatine. 


"I think the words at the last meet- 


ing were to the effect that a three- 
story walk-up would become a slum," 
Trustee Philip E. Stern said.

ates, Skokie, said the developers five 
years ago had considered building 2 
five-story buildings with 116 units on 
the five acre site but financing could 
not be obtained. 


Several board members also ex- 


pressed concern that the project did 
rot provide for amenities such as rec- 
reation areas. LeNoble said in order 
to keep the rental price of the units in 
the $285 to $295 range, no recreation 
provisions were included. He said the 
natural view toward ^Palatine Road, 
which is dense with trees, is a natural 
amenity for the development. 


Trustee Fred Zajonc defended the 


project. 


"DOES EVERY development have 


to have amenities?" Zajonc asked. 
"We have parks and the YMCA which 
can provide recreation. This project 
could appeal to those people who don't 
want recreation areas." 


LeNoble said 69 per cent of the site 


will remain green area with the rest 
taken up by buildings, walks and 
parking space. 


Trustee Robert Guss, who was 


among those opposing the project sev- 
eral weeks ago, said the major ques- 
tion facing the committee was if the 


apartments would be "too cheap for 
the area." 


"I haven't heard anything logical to 


merit denying this project," 
Jones 


said. 


The committee's favorable recom- 


mendation will be presented to the 
full village board next week.

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Carter the candidate? Ford losing West

Jimmy Carter scored a landslide 


victory in the Ohio primary Tuesday 
and appeared headed for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination on the 
first ballot. -Key Democrats, including 
some of Mi opponents, conceded it 
was virtually impossible to stop him. 


President Ford took a commanding 


lead in Ohio, swept to an unopposed 
victory in New Jersey but trailed 
Ronald Reagan in California's winner- 
take-all primary as the two challen- 
gers continued their increasingly bit- 
ter battle for the GOP nomination. 


CiOOD 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor, crushed two liberal challengers, 
Arizona's Morris Udall and Idaho's 
Frank Church, in Ohio. 


THE GEORGIAN swept to an easy 


victory in New Jersey popularity con- 
test and, after trailing through the 
night, his delegates drew close to an 
uncommitted slate backed by Califor- 
nia Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Carter, who went into the three pri- 


maries with 911 delegates of the 1,505 
needed was picking up 148 in Ohio and 
New Jersey and was certain to add 


more from California's huge 280-mem- 
ber delegation despite an anticipated 
loss to Brown. 


The former Georgia governor esti- 


mated he would be within 250 votes of 
the nomination by his count when all 
the votes from the three primaries 
are counted. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 34 per cent of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 183,080 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 88 
delegates, while Reagan had 149,620 
or 45 per cent and six delegates. Car- 


ter had 201,769 or 53 per cent and was 
leading for 113 delegates, while Udall 
had 72,009 or 19 per cent and 16 dele- 
gates. 


• New Jersey. Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 65 per 
cent in, Carter had 143,467 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 35 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading for 37 delegates. 


• California: With 7 per cent of the 


p r e c i n c t s reporting, Reagan had 
125,000 or 59 per cent, and Ford had 
86,037 or 41 per cent with all 167 GOP 
delegates going to the winner. Brown 


had 131,611 or 56 per cent and was 
leading for 179 delegates, while Carter 
had 46,162 or 20 per cent and 63 dele- 
gates 


Carter said he would contact Ala- 


bama's defeat-scarred George Wall- 
ace and Henry Jackson and ask their 
help in winning the nomination on the 
first ballot. Jackson has 248 delegates 
and Wallace 172. 


As the returns came in, Udall and 


Church virtually conceded that it was 
next to impossible to stop Carter. 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago said 


if Carter won the Ohio primary "he'll 
be the candidate." 


FORD APPEARED to be building a 


solid cushion in Ohio and New Jersey 
to soften the blow of Reagan's antici- 
pated victory and 167 delegates in 
California. 


Ford, going into the last three pri- 


maries, led Reagan 823-690 in pledged 
delegates and was certain to retain a 
cut down lead, well short of the 1.130 
needed for the nomination. 


That would mean that Ford and 


Reagan will have to forage uncom- 
mitteds tor the deciding edge.

part of Park View School, 805 Burning

The River Trails Dist. 26 Board of 


Education Tuesday night agreed to 
rent three classrooms in the building 
tn a new Montessori school at a cost 
of $8.000 per year.

The board rejected a request from 


the Northwest Opportunity Center to 
rent nine classrooms and the office 
space at Park View. The center, 
which provides social services for 
low-Income residents of the Northwest 
suburbs, offered $8,500 a year for 
rent. 


THE CITIZENS committee studying 


the rental of Park View advised the 
board to reject the opportunity cen- 
ter's request because of its low rent 
offer. The cost of maintaining the 
building would exceed the revenue the 
district would gain by renting the 
space, said Martin Rosinski. chair- 
man of the rental committee. 


The Montessori school will pay $3.50 


per square foot at Park View while 
the opportunity center would have 
paid only about 85 cents per square 
foot. Rosinski said. He recommended 
that other prospective renters 
be 


charged the same amount as the Mon- 
tessori school. 


tf the entire school were leased at 


$3.50 per square foot, the revenue 
would be greater than the current 
cost of maintaining Park View. Ro- 
sinski said, which is about $39,000. 


The Montessori school will open in 


the fall and will serve children 2]a 
through 6 years old. The school will 
include a half-day preschool and a 
full-day day-care program, said Ron 
Goldstein, director of the school. 


"THE COMMITTEE felt the Mon- 


tessori school will be an asset to the 
community and will be using the 
building For the purposes it was built 
for."

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes 


A Herald staff report 


The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax. proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated $54 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month lax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg. 
et. 


The county gave no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw it. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban businessmen 


and municipal officials, whose towns 


budgets would benefit from the tax, 
said Tuesday they are opposed to it. 


Jones, who first called for the six 


Northwest suburban townships to se- 
cede from Cook County and form Lin- 


coln County several years ago, said 
the proposed tax "is just another clas- 
sic example of why we need Lincoln 
County." The six townships include 
Hanover, Elk Grove, Schaumburg, 


Barrington, Wheeling and Palatine. 


Jones saidl "We don't need any 


more taxes on businesses or people 
and when you tax business you tax 
people." 


JONES AND other mayors and vil- 


lage presidents said the money munic- 
ipalities would gain is not particularly 
significant. Jones said, "If we need

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Carter the candidate? Ford losing West

Jimmy Carter scored a landslide 


victory in the Ohio primary Tuesday 
and appeared headed for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination on the 
first ballot. Key Democrats, Including 
some of his opponents, conceded it 
was virtually impossible to stop him. 


President Ford took a commanding 


lead in Ohio, swept to an unopposed 
victory in New Jersey but trailed 
Ronald Reagan in California's winner- 
take-all primary as the two challen- 
gers continued their increasingly bit- 
ter battle for the GOP nomination. 


GOOD 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor, crushed two liberal challengers, 
Arizona's Morris Udall and Idaho's 
Frank Church, in Ohio. 


THE GEORGIAN swept to an easy 


victory in New Jersey popularity con- 
test and, after trailing through the 
night, his delegates drew close to an 
uncommitted slate backed by Califor- 
nia Gov. Edmund Brown and Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Carter, who went into the three pri- 


maries with 911 delegates of the 1,505 
needed was picking up 148 in Ohio and 
New Jersey and was certain to add 


more from California's huge 280-mem- 
ber delegation despite an anticipated 
loss to Brown. 


The former Georgia governor esti- 


mated he would be within 250 votes of 
the nomination by his count when all 
the votes from the three primaries 
are counted. 


Late Tuesday, the primaries stood 


this way: 


• Ohio: With 34 per cent of the pre- 


cincts reporting, Ford had 183,080 or 
55 per cent and was leading for 88 
delegates, while Reagan had 149,620 
or 45 per cent and six delegates. Car- 


ter had 201,769 or 53 per cent and was 
leading for 113 delegates, while Udall 
had 72,009 or 19 per cent and 16 dele- 
gates. 


• New Jersey: Ford was unopposed 


on the Republican side. With 65 per 
cent in, Carter had 143,467 or 60 per 
cent in the preferential vote and 35 
delegates. The uncommitted slate was 
leading for 37 delegates. 


• California: With 7 per cent of the 


p r e c i n c t s reporting, Reagan had 
125,000 or 59 per cent, and Ford had 
86,037 or 41 per cent with all 167 GOP 
delegates going to the winner. Brown 


had 131,611 or 56 per cent and was 
leading for 179 delegates, while Carter 
had 46,162 or 20 per cent and 63 dele- 
gates. 


Carter said he would contact Ala- 


bama's defeat-scarred George Wall- 
ace and Henry Jackson and ask their 
help in winning the nomination on the 
first ballot. Jackson has 248 delegates 
and Wallace 172. 


As the returns came in, Udall and 


Church virtually conceded that it was 
next to impossible to stop Carter. 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago said

FORD APPEARED to be building a 


solid cushion in Ohio and New Jersey 
to soften the blow of Reagan's antici- 
pated victory and 167 delegates in 
California.

Library nixes rale in funding fight 


The board of directors of the Ar-

According to library figures, Mount 


Prospect residents borrowed almost 
22,000 items from Arlington Heights 


during the first 10 months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, which started July 1, 
1975. 


Frisbie said if the funds cut from 


the Mount Prospect library budget 
are not restored, "we see an unman- 
ageable problem" developing as more 
residents use the Arlington Heights li-. 
brary. 


JOHN PARSONS, president of the 


Mount Prospect library board, told 
the Arlington Heights directors the 
situation will be worse because his 
residents have to go to other towns to 
borrow new books that his library 
cannot purchase. 


Parsons said his records indicate 


that Mount Prospect library usage is 
falling off for the first time.

Suburbs vow to protest county tax on employes

The proposed Cook County employe 


head tax drew strong opposition in the 
N o r t h w e s t suburbs Tuesday and 
brought a renewed call by Palatine 
Village Pres. Wendell Jones for the 
creation of Lincoln County in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The tax, however, has been en- 


dorsed by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and Is expected to win the sup- 
port of the 10 Chicago Democrats on 
the Cook County Board, a majority 
that can out vote the six suburban Re- 
publican commissioners. 


The tax, proposed Monday by Coun- 


ty Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
would be $3 a month on each employe 
in businesses with 15 or more employ- 
es. The only exceptions would be for 
agricultural workers, domestic ser- 
vants and newspaper carriers under 
18. 


DUNNE SAID the tax will produce 


an estimated 994 million annually, 
two-thirds of which would be given to 
the county's 126 cities and villages on 
the basis of their population. 


Chicago will receive $22.7 million 


and will repeal a $3 a month tax it 
imposed on city payrolls two years 
ago, Dunne said. 


Public hearings on the proposed tax 


will be scheduled within the next two 
weeks, according to county officials. 
Dunne has said he wants the tax to 
take effect Oct. 1, in time to provide 
$18 million for the county's 1977 budg- 
et. 


The county gave. no cost-of-living 


raises to county employes this year. 
Dunne said Monday the revenue from 
the new tax will enable the county to 
give raises. 


County Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount 


Prospect said Tuesday that enact- 
ment of the tax seems fairly certain 
unless Dunne is persuaded to with- 
draw It. 


"IF GEORGE proposes it, he must 


be pretty sure to have 10 votes for it," 
Hansen said. "The likelihood of his 
not getting a majority vote is hard to 
imagine." 


Northwest suburban businessmen 


and municipal officials, whose towns 


budgets would benefit from the tax, 
said Tuesday they are opposed to it.

"What is going to happen now is 


that those people will use the facilities 
of the Arlington Heights Park District 
and will put a burden on them, but we 
will have to pay their way," Mrs. 
Schroeder said. 


Trustee David Griffin called the sit- 


uation "a conflict between the two 
park districts that isn't the petition- 
er's fault." 


"This thing could go to court and 


not be resolved for several years," 
Griffin said. 


THE PROSPECT Heights Park Dis- 


trict Board has informed Szcesny that 
it will oppose any attempt to dis- 
connect because the property was in- 
cluded in a $1.1 million bond issue two 


years ago. 


"Such a disconnection would se- 


riously impair the ability of the Pros- 
pect Heights Park District to meet its 
obligation to the purchasers of the 
bonds, and we would be under abso- 
lute mandate to defend the integrity 
of those bonds against any property 
disconnection which would lower the 
potential tax revenues subject to this 
b o n d indebtedness," William J. 
Moore, attorney for the Prospect 
Heights Park District, said in a letter 
given to all board meribers. 


The village board, by a 5-4 vote, did 


pass a motion suggesting Szcesny an- 
nex the Courts of Russetwood devel- 
opment to the Arlington Heights Park 
District, even though it would mean 
being taxed by two park districts until 
the Prospect Heights bonds were paid 
off. 


Census takers sought by village 


Persons interested in being census 


takers in July may apply at the per- 
sonnel department in the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


Applications must be returned be- 


fore July 6, when examinations will 
be conducted by representatives of 
the U.S. Census Bureau, said Gregory 
Ford, personnel director for the vil- 
lage. 


Ford predicted that approximately 


100 persons will be hired to conduct 
the special census. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS expect the 


special headcount to show an increase 
of at least 4,000 persons over the 1972 
count of 69,204. 


The special census will cost the vil- 


lage approximately $45,000. It is esti- 


mated the village will receive $20 per 
year for each individual counted 
through motor fuel and income tax 
receipts, said Assistant Village Mgr. 
Frank Charlton. 


The census could show a current 


population as high as 75,000, accord- 
ing to projections made by the vil- 
lage's planning department, Charlton 
said. 


Persons applying for the census tak- 


er jobs need not be residents of Ar- 
Hngton Heights, but should live in the 
area, Ford said. 


CENSUS TAKERS must be at least 


18 years old with high' school educa- 
tions or the equivalent. They also 
must be U.S. citizens, he said. 


Applicants will be tested by census 


bureau representatives July 6 and 7. 


Those hired must be able to attend 
training sessions July 13 and 14, said 
Ford. 


The census will be taken over a 


span of 5 to 10 days, Ford said. 


Highway widened ior rail crossing 


Northwest Highway is being widen- 


ed at McKinley Avenue in Arlington 
Heights in preparation for the con- 
struction of a new railroad crossing.

January at the new railroad crossing 
connecting Ridge and Walnut ave- 
nues, but the railroad company stall 
has not completed the project, Bach- 
em said. 


Plans for a grade crossing in the 


vicinity of McKinley Avenue date 
back as far as 1938. A proposal in 1966 
called for the crossing one block east 
of McKinley Avenue at Arthur Ave- 
nue, but was then revised becaase of 
engineering problems. 


The McKinley Avenue crossing is 


expected to improve access to eastern 
Arlington Heights and western Mount 
Prospect. It is considered important 
for 
emergency 
vehicles 
traveling 


north and south in that area because 
there now is no crossing in the two- 
mile stretch between Central and Ar- 
lington Heights roads. 
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Census takers will be paid $3.41 per

Residents ask for street 
through hospital area 


Residents of southern Arlington 


Heights are urging the creation of a 
public street through the grounds of 
Northwest Community Hospital. 


The proposed street would connect 


Ridge and Fernandez avenues be- 
tween Central and Kirchoff roads. The 
proposed street would replace the hos- 
pital's front driveway that residents 
contend already is being used by hun- 
dreds of motorists daily. 


Martin Cawley, a director of the 


Surrey Ridge West Civic Assn. said 
the hospital's narrow driveway has 
become an unofficial alternate north- 
south thoroughfare for drivers avoid- 
ing the heavy traffic on Arlington 
Heights Road. Cawley, a veteran com- 
munity activist, said improvements 
are needed to carry safely the traffic 
already using the driveway as a 
street. 


"IF THIS HAD been any other de- 


veloper besides the hospital, they 
would have had to dedicate that as a 
street . . . If standard village oper- 
ating procedures had been followed it 
would have been dedicated," he said. 


He said at a recent meeting, his 


homeowners' 
group 
voted 
unani- 


mously in favor of creating a through 
street across the hospital property to 
connect Ridge and Fernandez ave- 
nues. 


Arlington Heights village planner 


Joe Keslef confirmed that the drive- 
way already carries a significant 
number of cars daily and that some 
corrective measures should be taken 
because of traffic accidents in that 
area. 


"It's a funny situation over there," 


Kesler said. "It is a private street but 
in a recent count, every second oar on 
it was using it to go from Central to 
Kirchoff and not to the hospital." 


KESLER SAID a recent 
traffic 


count of the driveway also found that 
2,500 cars were using it every day. 


Kesler said there have been 34 acci- 


dents during the past two years at ei- 
ther end of the driveway. He said the 
existing traffic flow and lack of traffic 
signals make the area "quite hazard- 
ous." 


The proposed improvement of ttie 


driveway warrants a "thorough in- 
vestigation," Kesler said. The propos- 
al should be made part of the village's 
thoroughfare plan now under consid- 
eration by village officials, he said. 


BURTON CHOTINER, a spokesman 


for Northwest Community Hospital, 
said the hospital has not taken a stand 
on the proposal because "there are a 
whole bunch of unknowns." 


Chotiner said the hospital's board of 


directors is "willing to listen" to spe- 
cific proposals about creating a stsreet 
but would be "concerned" about pos- 
sible conflicts with through trffic and 
traffic using the hospital parking lots. 


"If the village were to approach us 


with the proposal we would take it un- 
der consideration," he said. 


"We're not opposed to it and we're 


not in favor of it. We're willing to lis- 
ten," he said.
